What we are calling for: 

1. Get it together - Have regional consultas, 
organize in your communities, and form your affin¬ 
ity groups. We are expecting people to come with 
concrete plans for action that they have devised 
and the capacity to carry them through. 

2. Lead up actions - Practice makes perfect. 
Use this entire year leading up to the RNC to de¬ 
velop and practice your own tactics and strategies 
that step things up a notch and build true alterna¬ 
tives. Resistance doesn’t start and end at ‘the next 
big protest’; it is a way of life. 

3. Fundraising - We’re not saying to let your 
community projects flounder, but we’re going to 
need some serious cash to help arrange legal sup- 


confine our potential by imposing a single vision 
of what success will look like. We recognize that 
there will be a lot of people coming with their own 
agendas and carefully laid plans and want to be 
open to the diverse tactics that will be necessary 
to accomplish our many goals. Together, we can 
derail the purely ceremonial show of this repres¬ 
sive system and remake it with our own hands 
and according to our own visions. 

How we get there (the strategy): 

1. Start Strong - Throw all of our energy into 
the first day. We’ll kick this off right and stretch the 
militarized police state out so far that it can no lon¬ 
ger contain and suppress our voices and desires. 

2. Transportation Troubles - This includes 
blockades downtown (at key intersections), on 
bridges (10 bridges over the Mississippi River in 
the metro area), and other sporadic and strategic 
targets (busses, hotel and airport shuttles etc). 

3. Respect, defend, and be prepared for au¬ 
tonomous self-sustaining alternatives - Lasting 
projects and spaces will be born out of our actions 
and will need to be protected. We also won’t know¬ 
ingly bring the hammer down on existing long-term 
community projects. It doesn’t matter if we win the 
RNC battle, if the war for our lives is lost. 

4. Be inclusive of local communities and re¬ 
spect alliances - We are all on the same side of the 
barricades and are trying to build lasting bonds for 
future mutual aid. We may not agree with each oth¬ 
er on all of our tactics, but that doesn’t mean there 
aren’t venues for us to work together and build on 
the trust and community that already exists. 

What the Welcoming Committee 
is doing: 

1. Logistical support - We will organize legal 
support, housing, food, transportation, and a con¬ 
vergence space as well as anything else you may 
need to make our collective actions successful. 

2. Framework coordinating - We will map 
out key points and layouts and gather intelligence 
to help you plug into the bigger picture. Let us 
know your needs, desires, and capacities. 

3. Local outreach - We are building alli¬ 
ances with local groups and communities to help 
build our collective support. We encourage you to 
do the same. 

4. Networking - We’re hooking y’all up with 
each-other so that you can work with people you 
might not already know, strategize, and share a 
glass of some good old mutual aid. 


What we want (the goals): 

1. Build Our Capacity - A new reality will not 
emerge by simply stopping the 4 day spectacle of 
the RNC. We need folks with an alternative vision 
to come to the Twin Cities and turn their dreams 
into reality. Start something new, be creative, 
and come ready to build sustainable alternatives 
worth fighting for and defending. The new skills 
that we teach, learn, and put into practice here 

allow us to return to our communities stron- 
, smarter, and more empowered. 

2. Crash the Convention - We didn’t get 
an invitation, but we’re showing up anyway. This 
party will be what we make of it. We don’t want to 


On September 1-4 of 2008, the Republican 
Party is coming to Minnesota to celebrate their lat¬ 
est conquests in global domination and exploita¬ 
tion. We of the RNC Welcoming Committee want 
to make sure that this time the fear-mongers will 
be met with their own biggest fear: people mobi¬ 
lized, organized, and ready to fight back.

The RNC Welcoming Committee is an an¬ 
archist/anti-authoritarian organizing body formed 
to prepare for the 2008 Republican National 
Convention in St. Paul, Minnesota. The RNC- 
WC, composed primarily of Twin Cities-based 
anarchists and anti-authoritarians, will function 
as an informational clearinghouse and organize a 
spokescouncil for RNC resistance. We will coordi¬ 
nate logistics (food, housing, transportation), and 
engage in education and outreach. 

Without falling prey to the centralized, hierar¬ 
chical tendencies that have dominated such con¬ 
vergences in the past, we hope that the RNC-WC 
will maintain a unified, anti-authoritarian presence 
at the 2008 RNC. Our numbers are huge, and it’s 
time that our actions reflected that. 

Following are our points of unity. We invite all 
individuals and groups committed to these ideas 
to participate in the Welcoming Committee. 

Those who work with the RNC Welcoming 
Committee must agree to: 

1. A rejection of Capitalism, Imperialism, and 


Key groups have signed onto what is being 
dubbed the “St. Paul Principles” of unity for orga¬ 
nizing resistance to the 2008 RNC. The principles 
allow for stronger unity to confront the RNC and 
help to ensure respect for the September 1 st per¬ 
mitted march by people planning non-permitted 
activities. Signers of the “St. Paul Principles” ask 
participants in the large September 1st march to 
adhere to the principles below and do nothing to 
sew divisions among the many activists coming 
to the Twin Cities to protest the 2008 RNC: 

1. Our solidarity will be based on respect for a 
diversity of tactics and the plans of other groups. 

2. The actions and tactics used will be orga¬ 
nized to maintain a separation of time or space. 


the State; 

2. Resist the commodification of our shared 
and living Earth; 

3. Organize on the principles of decentraliza¬ 
tion, autonomy, sustainability, and mutual aid; 

4. Work to end all relationships of domination 
and subjugation, including but not limited to those 
rooted in patriarchy, race, class, and homophobia; 

5. Oppose the police and prison-industrial 
complex, and maintain solidarity with all targets of 
state repression; 

6. Directly confront systems of oppression, 
and respect the need for a diversity of tactics. 

Though the RNC-WC is focused on a spe¬ 
cific event, we hope that our work transcends the 
convention by contributing to the development of 
anti-authoritarian movements and mutual aid net¬ 
works both locally and globally. We are no more 
opposed to the Republican Party than we are to 
the Democratic Party. Affiliations and labels aside, 
we invite all who share our vision to join us in re¬ 
sistance. 


3. Any debates or criticisms will stay internal 
to the movement, avoiding any public or media 
denunciations of fellow activists and events. 

4. We oppose any state repression of dis¬ 
sent, including surveillance, infiltration, disruption 
and violence. We agree not to assist law enforce¬ 
ment actions against activists and others. 

The RNC Welcoming Committee, the Coali¬ 
tion to March on the RNC and Stop the War, the 
Anti-War Committee, SDS-U of M, Communities 
United Against Police Brutality and the Welfare 
Rights Committee were among the first to sign 
on to these principles, as other groups sign on 
to these principles, we build an effective, unified 
and radical front.

Write letters to Green Scare defendants in 
prison. Prison is a lonely and isolating place. 

A letter from you will brighten the day of any of 
the people listed in this pamphlet. This is a real 
way of showing support. Current 
addresses can be found on support websites. 

Plan an event in your city. Show a doc¬ 
umentary or movie and have a discussion 
about these cases. Reach out. Raising 
awareness about environmental concerns re¬ 
mains important. Help others put “Green Scare” 
repression in context. 

Raise funds to cover the stupefying legal costs 
incurred by state crackdowns. Plan a bake sale, 
organize a run or walk, have a rummage sale 
and send the proceeds to the support groups. 

Use your imagination. There is no shortage 
of things to be done. Be creative, stand up for 
your civil rights, do what you can for the earth 
and fight the menace of tyranny with courage! 


The term Green Scare, alluding to the Red Scare 
of the 1940s and ’50s, refers to legal and extrale¬ 
gal actions taken by the U.S. government against 
the “radical” environmentalist movement. Like the 
Red Scare, the Green Scare uses new laws 1 and 
new arms of the state 2 to harshly punish a few in¬ 
dividuals in order to repress a widespread social 
impulse. It is a strategy that has been used be¬ 
fore: attack the margins of a group or movement 
as a way to limit the parameters of dissent more 
generally. 

Concern for the Natural World 

People from all walks of life have become increas¬ 
ingly concerned about the destruction of the natu¬ 
ral world. Some of the most alarming changes are 
global warming and mass extinctions — scientists 
estimate that half of all species on earth will be ex¬ 
tinct by the year 2100. Perhaps you already know 
that more children suffer from asthma now than 
ever before. Perhaps a member of your family has 
been lost to cancer. Now that pollution and global 
warming are affecting peoples’ everyday lives, their 
families, and their physical well-being, more people 
feel compelled to act on these valid and growing 
concerns. 

There are corporations who are knowingly re¬ 
sponsible for the worst of these environmental 
offenses. The government has done little to stop 
them, and in some cases facilitates their abuses. 
Seeing this injustice for what it is, well-intentioned 
people have attempted to disrupt these corrupt 
policies and bring attention to the havoc they are 
wreaking. 

The War on Dissent 

In December 2005, government agents car¬ 
ried out a nationwide sweep of arrests, charg¬ 
ing fourteen individuals with direct actions in the 
Pacific Northwest as part of the FBI’s “Operation 
Backfire.” Attorney General Alberto Gonzalez, re¬ 
cently beleaguered by Senate hearings regarding 
his dishonesty with Congress and the public, at¬ 
tempted to falsely demonize these individuals as 
“eco-terrorists” at a press conference scheduled to 
coincide with the arrests. 

According to journalist Will Potter, “Corporations 
and the politicians that represent them have been 
on a coordinated campaign to silence dissent by 
branding anyone who stands in their way a ‘terror¬ 
ist.’ They’ve taken a few pages from the Red Scare 
playbook and a few from the ‘with us or against us’ 
playbook of the War on Terror.” 3 The state has 
attached the word “terror” to acts of sabotage and 
civil disobedience in an effort to frighten environ¬ 
mental and animal advocacy activists, as well as 
anyone who may agree with their motivations or 
have sympathy with them. In the pursuit of this 
repressive agenda, the state has used the worst 
Patriot Act-sanctioned surveillance powers in these 
cases. Dozens of people have been subpoenaed 
to appear before Grand Juries. The government 
has paid its informants with large amounts of cash 
and drugs. Undercover agent provocateurs have 
infiltrated activists’ bedrooms and lives. And we still 
have seen only the shadows of the government’s 
post-9/11 program of surveillance and repression. 


Taking A Principled Stand 

Though many people face charges in “Green Scare” 
cases 4 , this pamphlet focuses on four individuals 
who have taken a principled stand and chosen not 
to cooperate with the prosecution. Joyanna Zach- 
er, Jonathan Paul, Daniel McGowan and Nathan 
Block were among the fourteen people rounded up 
during the “Operation Backfire” arrests. This mas¬ 
sive operation, targeting what the state claims to 
be “eco-terrorism,” is the centerpiece of the Bush 
Administration’s assault on domestic dissent, ex¬ 
ecuted under the guise of “fighting terrorists.” The 
acts of “terrorism” that these defendants have been 
accused of are actually acts of sabotage, which 
are attacks against property, not people. Out of the 
deepest concern for life, the individuals involved 
took care to ensure that no people were harmed. 
Buildings and cars were burned, and wild horses 
were set free. 

Because the state has attached the word “ter¬ 
rorism” to these charges, the defendants are facing 
much longer sentences than they would otherwise 
serve for property destruction. Prosecutors threat¬ 
ened some defendants with life in prison for their 
ethically-motivated acts. With the threat of such 
lengthy sentences hanging over their heads, some 
individuals admitted guilt immediately after their ar¬ 
rests and proceeded to provide information to the 
government. Others held out longer but eventually 
folded as well. In order to receive reduced sentenc¬ 
es, part of their plea agreement mandated that they 
must cooperate with the state in ongoing investiga¬ 
tions against the environmental movement for the 
rest of their lives. This has profoundly saddened 
and angered much of the surrounding community. 

Joyanna, Jonathan, Daniel and Nathan have 
all chosen not to provide information about their 
friends and their communities, despite offers by the 
Feds for reduced sentences in exchange for this 
level of “cooperation.” They will be sentenced this 
summer, when arguments will be made against the 
“terrorism enhancement” which would add twenty 
years to their prison terms. 

Civil Liberties and the Environment 

We ask that you show your support for those 
who have courageously chosen to stand by their 
principles even in the face of extreme repression. 
We hope that you will continue to follow these cas¬ 
es and learn as much as you can. If you are care 
about your civil liberties, and the environment that 
will be left to our children and grandchildren, then 
please take a moment to consider what is at stake. 
Certainly the lives of these four compassionate hu¬ 
man beings, who will be sent to jail, are at stake. 
But also consider this: While the earth heats up, 
while a mass species dieoff occurs, we are allow¬ 
ing a culture to be built that values the profit mar¬ 
gins of corporations over the health of humans and 
over the sustainability of life on this planet. While 
it’s easy money to allow the environment to be 
trashed for personal and corporate wealth, those 
with the vision and foresight to see long-term con¬ 
sequences of genetic engineering, global warming, 
deforestation and mass extinction of species are 
locked away, labelled as “eco-terrorists.” 
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Do your own research and think critically 
about what you are told by the mainstream me¬ 
dia and by the government, which have vested 
interests in not telling you the whole story. Find 
out more about Jonathan Paul, Daniel McGowan 
Nathan Block and Joyanna Zacher by accessing 
the internet resources listed on the back of this 
pamphlet. And think about what you can do in your 
everyday life to make a difference. Global warming 
isn’t just something that concerns environmental¬ 
ists. It is a real phenomenon that threatens each 
and every one of us. Therefore, we are all part of 
the solution. Let’s pursue a better future together, 
one in which corporate polluters are the ones wor¬ 
rying about a big crackdown and activists are free 
to speak and organize without living in fear of gov¬ 
ernment repression.

Notes 

The Animal Enterprise Terrorism Act (AETA) passed congress and 
was signed into law on November 27,2006 by President Bush. This 
law plays off the fears of 9/11 by labeling activists as terrorists. Under 
the new law, animal rights activists have faced massive fines and 
serious jail time for involvement in non-violent civil disobedience. 
The Joint Terrorism Task Force (JTTF) is a partnership between 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation and other agencies, notably 
the Department of Homeland Security and local law enforce¬ 
ment. On April 28, 2005, Portland, OR became the first city in 
the nation to withdraw from a JTTF. The American Civil Liberties 
Union and other civil liberties groups have expressed concerns 
over JTTF tactics, including infiltration of activist peace groups 
under assumed names. Such activities were restricted by regula¬ 
tions put in place after the Church Commission hearings in the 
1970s, which exposed politically motivated spying and obstruc¬ 
tion of first amendment rights by the COINTELPRO division. 
However, the Justice Department eliminated these regulations in 
2002, leading many to view the JTTF as direct threat to civil liber¬ 
ties. JTTFs engage in surveillance, electronic monitoring, source 
development and interviews in their pursuits. Prior to September 
11, 2001, the United States had 35 JTTFs. Shortly after the at¬ 
tacks on September 11, FBI Director Robert Mueller instructed all 
FBI field offices to establish formal terrorism task forces. There 
are now 100 Joint Terrorism Task Forces nationwide, including at 
least one at each of the FBI Field Offices.

F8RTN8TES FROM THE GREEN SCARE 

A 2002 edition of a prisoner support zine, Spirit of Freedom, defined the Green Scare as, “the 
tactics that the US government and all their tentacles (FBI, IRS, BATF, Joint Terrorism Task Forces, 
local police, the court system) are using to attack the ELF/ALF (Earth Liberation Front and Animal 
Liberation Front) and specifically those who publicly support them.” 

The term has now been widely used to describe an early 2006 sweep of arrests, convictions 
and grand jury indictments of alleged ELF/ALF activists on charges relating to acts of property dam¬ 
age, conspiracy, arson and use of destructive devices dubbed “Operation Backfire,” the cases of 
the SHAC7, Eric McDavid and Rod Coronado, as well as recent repressive legislation such as the 
Animal Enterprise Terrorism Act, which attempts to turn activists into “terrorists.” 

As part of a growing chorus of outrage within the activist community, Profane Existence will 
now include coverage of “Green Scare” related news as a regular feature in this magazine. 


FBI SEEKING INFORMANTS IN THE TWIN CITIES 


May 14, 2008 

Following is a statement from a person 
known to EWOK! (Earth Warriors are OK!, for¬ 
merly the Twin Cities Eco-Prisoner Support Com¬ 
mittee). This person was approached by the local 
JTTF and offered the possibility of being a paid 
informant. 

The individual has rejected the offer and 
now has an NLG lawyer. His statement should 
both inspire us for his refusal to cooperate, and 
remind us that he is probably not the only per¬ 
son solicited by the government in such a way 
and, unfortunately, we have to assume that some 
people will cooperate. 

“As I was biking back from court, my phone 
rang. I let it go to answering machine and checked 
it when I was off my bike. It was the police officer 
who I talked to about my graffiti. It said something 
like, “This isn’t graffiti related but I need your help 
with something. You’re not in trouble, give me a 
call.” I give him a call. Something like this: 

“I’d like to meet with you today. It’s not about 
graffiti.” “I’m not going to rat anyone out, what do 
you want.” Don’t really know why I said that. I 
was nervous, I suppose. “Twenty minutes of your 
time. Where do you want to meet?” “I don’t know, 
Eric, where do you want to meet? And can you 
tell me what this is about?” “I’ll explain it when 
we meet. How about Expresso Expose?” “Sure.” 
“When’s good?” “How about 12:30.” 

So now I’m antsy and confused. I get there 
fifteen minutes early and then he comes a bit late. 
He says, “This is my partner,” and he referred to 
the woman next to him. They both got coffee, leav¬ 
ing me in my shaky, dumbfounded mental state 
even longer. Then we sat down and she flashes 
an FBI badge. Seeing my nerves they reassured 
me again that I was safe and not guilty of anything. 
Then for twenty minutes they flatter me about how 
my personality and appearance are perfect match¬ 
es for what is required in some espionage dealio. 
They wanted me to crash vegan potluck parties 
and get into the inner circle of terrorists because 
supposedly terrorists are trusting and I’m “trusting, 
easy going, funny,” and a bunch of other flattery. 
Every time they said “vegan potluck” I chuckled, 
but their faces showed they weren’t kidding. They 
said “vegan potluck” half a dozen times. They re¬ 
ally feared vegans and their violent conspiracies 
to blow up buildings in protest to the republican 
national convention. 


So after twenty minutes of bewildering 
suckups, they ask me if I’m in. They say there’s 
compensation if I assist in someone’s arrest. I 
say “ummmmmmm I’ll pass.” She says, “That 
was the fastest anyone has ever rejected me,” 
and then tried for ten more minutes to get me 
to change my mind before saying, “Really: think 
about it. We could really use you.” Then she gave 
me a business card. On the back she wrote me 
her cell phone number. I said “you have very leg¬ 
ible handwriting,” and they both had themselves 
a hearty laugh. “Call if you change your mind. 
Don’t tell any of your friends about this and don’t 
show anyone this card.” We said our goodbyes 
and I haven’t heard from either of them since.”

IF YOU ARE APPROACHED BY LAW EN¬ 
FORCEMENT, you do not have to talk to them.

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The SHAC7 are 6 activists and a corporation, Stop 
Huntingdon Animal Cruelty USA Inc., that have 
been found guilty of multiple federal felonies for 
their alleged role in simply campaigning to close 
down the notorious animal testing lab, Huntingdon 
Life Sciences.

They are not accused of actually 
smashing windows, liberating animals or even 
attending demonstrations, rather reporting on and 
encouraging others to engage in legal demonstra¬ 
tions and supporting the ideology of direct action. 
After being found guilty, they are beginning their 
appeal. Unfortunately this appeal will be done from 
prison. During their stay they need your support!

BACKGROUND 

The SHAC 7 are 6 animal rights activists and 
the organization Stop Huntingdon Animal Cruelty 
USA (SHAC USA) who were convicted on March 
2, 2006, under the controversial Federal Animal 
Enterprise Protection Act. The Act punishes anyone 
who “physically disrupts” an animal enterprise. The 
charges stem from these activists’ alleged participa¬ 
tion in an international campaign to close the notori¬ 
ous product testing lab Huntingdon Life Sciences. 

Specifically, these activists are alleged to 
have operated a website that reported on and 
expressed ideological support for protest activ¬ 
ity against Huntingdon and its business affiliates. 
For this they are charged with “terrorism” and 
face an aggregate of 23 years in Federal Prison. 

The SHAC 7 case is the latest in an on¬ 
slaught of attacks against domestic dissidents un¬ 
der the guise of fighting terrorism. Animal rights is 
a “fringe” issue and the government is banking on 
the broader social justice movement to turn a blind 
eye to those focusing on the “less important” issue 
of animals and expressing “extremist” views. But 
make no mistake - these activists are the canar¬ 
ies in the mine. This case is intended to pave the 
way for further silencing of activists involved in all 
issues. It is imperative that the broader social jus¬ 
tice movement stand behind these activists in our 
communal defense of free speech, press, and as¬ 
sociation. Support the SHAC 7 and support your 
right to free expression!

The SHAC7 Conviction: 

A Blow to Free Speech and 
Compassionate Activism 

On March 2, the Bush administration dealt yet an¬ 
other blow to the First Amendment, as the SHAC 
7 were found guilty of multiple federal felonies for 
advocating the closure of the notorious animal¬ 
testing lab Huntingdon Life Sciences. Now, all 
six activists face years in federal prison. All six of 
the defendants are currently under house arrest 
while awaiting sentencing on June 13th. 
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Not only is this conviction an appalling mis¬ 
carriage of justice for the defendants, but it also 
demonstrates the erosion of free speech protec¬ 
tions and is part of a politically motivated attack 
on the animal rights movement in particular. This 
is the first time anyone has ever been tried under 
the Animal Enterprise Protection Act of 1992 (for¬ 
merly known as the Animal Enterprise Terrorism 
Act), and the convictions set a nightmarish prec¬ 
edent for animal protection campaigners through¬ 
out the country. Many industry hacks hope that 
convictions under the AEPA will clear the way for 
the government to go after any activist that cam¬ 
paigns against big business and is successful, 
regardless the legality of their tactics. 

History of the Case 

All of the defendants were involved in some 
capacity in the campaign to close Huntingdon Life 
Sciences, a contract research lab with one facility in 
New Jersey and two in England. Horrendous acts 
of cruelty to animals at the lab were exposed in five 
different undercover investigations. Video footage 
showed workers punching beagles in the face, dis¬ 
secting live monkeys, falsifying scientific data, and 
violating countless sections of the animal welfare 
act. Since 1999, activists have campaigned global¬ 
ly against the lab, bringing it to the brink of closure. 

With a laundry list of victories behind the 
campaign, it was only a matter of time before big 
business called on the government to stop the big 
bad activists. After several hearings before Con¬ 
gress brought governmental pressure to bear, 
a New Jersey federal grand jury indicted seven 
individuals and the organization Stop Hunting¬ 
don Animal Cruelty USA on charges of animal 
enterprise terrorism under the Animal Enterprise 
Protection Act on May 26, 2004. Also included in 
the indictment were charges of interstate stalk¬ 
ing and conspiracy to use a telecommunications 
device to harass others. 

The Indictment 

Originally, seven individuals were charged, 
along with the organization Stop Huntingdon 
Animal Cruelty USA. The individuals were Kevin 
Kjonaas, Lauren Gazzola, Jacob Conroy, Joshua 
Harper, Andrew Stepanian, Darius Fullmer, and 
John McGee. McGee was eventually dropped 
from the case. 

All of the defendants were charged with 
conspiracy to violate the Animal Enterprise Pro¬ 
tection Act, a never-before-applied 1992 statute. 
Kjonaas, Gazzola, Conroy, and Harper were also 
charged with conspiracy to harass using a tele¬ 
communications device (sending black faxes). 
Kjonaas, Gazzola, Conroy, and SHAC USA were 
charged with conspiracy to commit interstate 
stalking and three counts of interstate stalking 
via the Internet. 

While the charges themselves sound alarm¬ 
ing, the defendants are not actually accused of 
having personally engaged in terrorist or threat¬ 
ening acts. Instead, the government’s case cen¬ 
ters around the idea that aboveground organiz¬ 
ers of a campaign are responsible for any and all 
acts that anyone engages in while furthering the 
goals of the organizers. In this case, the claim is 


that the SHAC7 should be imprisoned because 
underground activists took illegal actions against 
companies with ties to H.L.S. 

If it weren’t so serious, this distortion of the 
law would be laughable, and yet somehow the 
defendants were convicted and are now facing 
years in federal prison based on the claim that 
being part of an activist campaign is tantamount 
to being a member of a global conspiracy. 

The Green Scare 

During the “Red Scare” of the 1940’s and 
‘50s, government propaganda campaigns con¬ 
vinced the public that members of the Commu¬ 
nist Party represented an imminent threat to the 
United States. Through the use of this sort of 
fear-mongering in association with FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover, U.S. Senator Joseph McCarthy 
was able to brand anyone who disagreed with 
him as a Communist or Communist sympathizer. 
Two of the main tools used to pursue these goals 
were federal grand juries and Senate hearings. 

Today we see a return of these tactics in the 
collaboration between U.S. Senator James Inhofe 
(R-OK) and F.B.I. Deputy Assistant Director John 
Lewis. In hearings last year, Lewis labeled the 
animal liberation and environmental movements 
the biggest domestic terrorism threats facing the 
country. A news article also referenced Inhofe 
indicating that since the government could not 
find the people who engaged in the underground 
activities, it must go after the above-ground activ¬ 
ists in these movements. 

The Return of the Political 
Conspiracy Charge 

Three of the six charges listed in the indict¬ 
ment were conspiracy counts. In fact, half the 
defendants only faced conspiracy charges. A 
conspiracy charge is typically very vague, very 
difficult to prove, and yet very easy to imply guilt 
of. These sorts of charges have a long history 
of use for political purposes during periods when 
an administration is in power that wants to curtail 
protest activity. 

During the 1960s, conspiracy charges were 
used to target anti-war protestors and resulted in 
the conviction of Dr. Spock merely for speaking 
out against the draft and supporting resistance 
to the Vietnam war. In a similar case in 1969, a 
grand jury indicted eight activists on conspiracy 
and incitement charges for their part in protesting 
the 1968 Democratic National Convention. 

In the SHAC7 case, the defendants were ac¬ 
cused of having conspired to incite others to break 
the law in pursuit of the goal of shutting down HLS. 
The courts have consistently held that First Amend¬ 
ment free speech concerns must take precedence, 
even to the extent of permitting the advocacy of 
force and violation of the law, except where such 
advocacy is directed to inciting or producing immi¬ 
nent lawless action and is likely to do so. 

For example, in Hess v. Indiana the con¬ 
viction of a demonstrator who was overheard 
saying “we’ll take the fucking street later” was 
overturned because the Court concluded that the 
unlawful action advocated was not imminent but 













rather at some indefinite future time. The Court 
also found constitutional protection for the state¬ 
ment by NAACP members that “If we catch any 
of you going in any of them racist stores, we’re 
going to break your damn neck.” 

Protests Across State Lines 

The only charges in the indictment that were 
not conspiracy charges were federal stalking 
counts. The government’s case on these charges 
was built around the premise that organizing or 
participating in home demonstrations across state 
lines becomes stalking. Never mind the fact that 
there were clearly police present in the video shown 
of the protests, and if anyone had done anything il¬ 
legal, they clearly would have been arrested. 

In order to convict the defendants on these 
charges, the jury had to be convinced beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the people whose homes 
were being protested were not only in fear for 
their lives or of being physically harmed as a re¬ 
sult of the protests, but also that this was a rea¬ 
sonable fear, and that the protestors intended for 
them to feel this way. With such a high burden of 
proof required, and the knowledge that this was 
never the intent of the defendants, these charges 
appeared impossible to get a conviction on. 

The Trial 

The case first went to trial in June 2005, but 
ended in a mistrial when one of the key defense 
attorneys fell ill during opening statement. 

The trial resumed on February 6, 2006. It 
was originally scheduled to last three months. 

The judge limited the defense capabilities 
from the beginning, ruling that the defendants 
could not introduce their own computer expert (but 
the government could introduce their computer 
expert) and that there could be no anti-vivisec¬ 
tion expert (but the government witnesses could 
carry on about the benefits of animal research). 
She also limited the defendants’ preemptory chal¬ 
lenges during jury selection to seven and failed to 
dismiss jurors who worked for companies that had 
been the subject of the campaign to close HLS. 

The government’s case lasted two weeks and 
consisted of parading a long list of witnesses up on 
the stand to testify about protest activity they had 
been subjected to. While none could identify any 
of the defendants as engaging in any criminal acts 
against them, many did testify about the criminal 
acts of others. The judge allowed people like HLS 
Director Brian Cass (who based in the United King¬ 
dom) to testify about the campaign in England, an 
attack on him in England, and the benefits of animal 
research, despite the fact that he had nothing to say 
about the defendants in the case. Government wit¬ 
ness after government witness took to the stand only 
to testify about activity that had nothing to do with the 
defendants. Over time, it became clear that the gov¬ 
ernment’s strategy was to throw in every action that 
has ever happened in the campaign and then insinu¬ 
ate that the defendants were somehow involved. 

The highlight of the government’s case came 
when prosecutors called to the stand a young ac¬ 
tivist from Ohio who had sent black faxes to an 
HLS supporter and participated in an Electronic 
Civil Disobedience (ECD) against an HLS affili¬ 


ate. The activist testified that, in fact, SHAC USA 
had not encouraged him or influenced him to take 
these actions but, instead, he had been moved 
to action after seeing the undercover videos. He 
further testified that the tactics of black faxing 
and ECDs were common knowledge and that he 
had read about them on a number of websites. 

After over two weeks of the government 
presenting witnesses, it was the defense’s turn. 
In criminal cases, the defense is under no obliga¬ 
tion to present any witnesses or evidence, with 
the idea that it is up to the government to prove 
the defendants’ guilt. It is not up to the defen¬ 
dants to prove their innocence. With the view that 
the government had failed to make a strong case 
against the defendants, the defense presented 
one day of witnesses and rested its case. 

Despite pleas from the individual defendants, 
SHAC USA’s president, Pamelyn Ferdin, decided 
to take the stand. While it is unclear what her im¬ 
pact on the case was, it is clear that she violated 
the strong requests of the defendants who were 
(and are now) facing significant prison time. 

After three days of deliberation, the jury re¬ 
turned guilty verdicts on all counts. 

What Went Wrong? 

How could these individuals be found guilty 
for speech? Most would say, welcome to Bush’s 
America. Welcome to post-9/11 America. Wel¬ 
come to corporate America. But it is more com¬ 
plex than that. 

The defendants started the case with the 
chips stacked against them. The court’s rulings 
from the beginning were not in their favor, and 
the federal government had the advantage of 
endless people power to work on the case, as 
well as months of wiretaps, emails, and Internet 
postings, which could easily be misconstrued 
with a little help from the government. 

Essentially the verdict in the trial came down 
to the question of whether the jury would look past 
the hand-waving and vague suspicions of the gov¬ 
ernment, as well as past their own sense of cama¬ 
raderie with the witnesses who took the stand to 
testify about how perfectly legal home demos ter¬ 
rified them and their families. Sadly, the defense 
presented by the SHAC7’s team of attorneys was 
just not up to the task under these conditions. 

What Now? 

The defendants each face significant time 
in prison. The two defendants convicted of only 
one charge may be sentenced to up to a year 
in federal prison, and the others will likely face 
sentences of five to ten years. 

Although legal precedents are clearly on the 
side of the SHAC7, appealing the verdict will be a 
lengthy and costly process. For the defendants, this 
means potentially being imprisoned for years be¬ 
fore it is possible the verdict could be overturned. 

The defendants desperately need our sup¬ 
port - both financially to cover the costs of the 
appeal process and morally to help them through 
these difficult and trying times.

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Before sitting down to write this column I briefly 
skimmed through what I wrote last issue and had 
to chuckle at the optimism of my words. Last issue 
I outlined some great-looking plans for an ambi¬ 
tious music release schedule and an upbeat inter¬ 
pretation of our financial outlook. It’s now the end 
of May and, according to the published release 
schedule, we should have six new CDs and at 
least three new LPs released since the last issue 
was published. As of this writing, all six of the CDs 
have been released, but the vinyl manufacturing 
has been delayed due to lack of funds to pay the 
pressing plant. One of these vinyl projects is for 
a band leaving for tour at the time this magazine 
goes to press: SHADES OF GREY. I feel help¬ 
less, frustrated, and responsible for the delay even 
though changing the situation is ultimately beyond 
my control. Even so, I want to express my apolo¬ 
gies to the band that their record is going to come 
out during or possibly after their tour. 

The number one culprit for the cash shortage 
is a massive slow-down in orders from PE distri¬ 
bution during April and May. It’s not just individual 
orders slowing down, but wholesale orders are 
way down too. Many distributors have cut initial 
quantities of new releases in half from what they 
have traditionally ordered. Many other labels and 
distributors are reporting the same situation and 
actual cash incomes are way down across the 
board. Labels and bands are scaling back their 
plans left and right and PE is no exception. Costs 
are up, income is down, and the DIY punk move¬ 
ment is being sucked into recessionary times. 

It’s no surprise that people have less to 
spend on music and literature when the prices 
on staples such as food, fuel, shelter and medi¬ 
cal care are skyrocketing and wages are falling. 
Many punks live on the fringes of society, doing 
the kind of “expendable” jobs that leave them vul¬ 
nerable to being laid off when the economy goes 
south. When it’s a struggle just to get by, there’s 
not much left over for records and books - which 
are ultimately luxury items. It is widely document¬ 
ed that alcohol and drug consumption increases 
during poor economic periods. The punk move¬ 
ment is not immune to this and most punks would 
rather be “pissed up in a shithole” rather than 
think of the long term well-being of themselves 
and their community. 

As if anyone hasn’t noticed, the American 
economy is in a shambles and seems to be get¬ 
ting worse every day. This is in turn having a 
detrimental effect on the economic well-being 
of the DIY punk community. Just like in the “real 
world” the punk scene is also a global economy. 
When one part of it is hurting, it has a ripple effect 
throughout the rest of the world. It is harder and 
harder for US labels to make trades with over¬ 
seas labels. International postage is triple what 
it was 13 months ago and not too many of “the 
kids” have surplus cash to pay the extra high 


prices. 

Another thing that is killing the DIY punk 
movement is the wholesale theft of music via the 
internet. Some people erroneously have the be¬ 
lief they are entitled to copy and share all punk 
music and that only greedy capitalists demand 
money for it. These self-styled Robin Hoods aren’t 
“robbing from the rich and giving to the poor” at 
all. In fact they’re robbing form the poor for their 
own selfish reasons. It takes a lot of time, energy 
and money to release a record or CD - and we’re 
not just talking manufacturing costs here. When 
you download a pirated version of a punk record, 
you are in fact taking food out of the mouths of the 
band who created, the engineers who recorded it, 
the artists who worked on the packaging, the label 
who released and promoted it, etc. The notion that 
punks should be doing all of this stuff for free is 
total bullshit and is not based in any reality that 
I know. I have yet to hear a band say to me, “Oh 
you can keep the royalties because I don’t need 
the money”. 

I’ve been battling this attitude of punk entitle¬ 
ment for years. We have always paid bands roy¬ 
alties for everything we release. Back in the 90’s 
we ran a screen printing shop and kept meticulous 
records about royalties we owed bands and AC¬ 
TUALLY PAID THEM. It was extremely frustrat¬ 
ing that there were other distros out there selling 
unauthorized shirts from the same bands for less 
money. Some of them had the audacity of claiming 
we were ripping people off because PE’s prices 
were too high. Why? Because we paid royalties? 
Wages? Printed on non-sweatshop shirts? The 
hypocrisy was stunning but not surprising. Turns 
out that most punks share the same short-sighted 
“me first” consumer mentality as the average Wal- 
Mart shopper. These are the same people who 
say we are “acting like a major label” when we say 
downloading is killing punk. 

The battle front of the punk rock entitlement 
attitude has also moved into the realm of the re¬ 
corded music itself. While bootleggers have always 
been around, bootleg vinyl releases exploded in the 
late 90’s. I know of at least three different pirate ver¬ 
sions of the live NAUSEA video we released—all 
of them being packaged and sold as if they were 
the actual PE version. Most people claimed they 
were making bootlegs because they were “fans,” 
which did very little to explain why they were charg¬ 
ing ridiculous prices and NOT paying the bands 
any royalties. There have also been a lot of boot¬ 
legging with the excuse that the real version “cost 
too much.” I can see this excuse holding water in 
Poland in 1991, but definitely not today and not in 
the “developed world.” I know for a fact you can get 
pirated PE CDs and tapes all over the world, from 
Mexico City to Sao Paulo to Tel Aviv. I can also tell 
you that not one penny is being sent to the bands 
or to PE. It’s great that the message is getting out 
there, but at whose expense? 

Nowadays the biggest thieves are dwell¬ 
ing in the digital realm. There are thousands of 
people out there who virtually “own” every song 
on every PE release without actually owning a 
single CD or record we produced. It doesn’t take 
too much searching on the internet and find en¬ 
tire PE releases posted as MP3s on blog pages 
or on various “torrent” sites. Ward from RESIST 
reported running across a free download of the 
newly released double CD discography less than 


two weeks after we released it. Many recordings 
actually hit the rounds on the internet BEFORE 
the actual release comes out. There was a huge 
international discussion on the PE Message 
Board about the latest TRAGEDY album a full two 
months before the first vinyl copy was ever sold. 
It sucks for bands and labels who release these 
things, because there are usually thousands of 
dollars going into a release before it even hits the 
manufacturing stage. 

Ironically people’s defense for posting and 
downloading music is that the actual record “costs 
too much.” If you stop to consider a good portion 
of that price is actually covering royalties, record¬ 
ing costs, artists fees, etc. then your money is go¬ 
ing directly to the people that you want to support. 
By simply downloading the music and not paying 
for it you are basically saying “I like your music 
enough to listen to it, but I don’t think you should 
get paid for it.” That would be the same as your 
boss saying “I like the job you do but I don’t think 
you should get paid for your work.” Would you go 
to work every day for free? Then why would you 
expect someone else to do it? 

Another farcical excuse for internet sharing 
is, “People can have a chance to hear the music 
and they can buy the actual record if they like it.” 
The fallacy is that nine times out of ten the MP3s 
are of such poor sound quality that no one is go¬ 
ing to want to buy the “real thing.” And the logical 
next step is that if no one buys the real thing than 
no more records get made. Period. Sure, there 
is technology today that allows bands to record 
themselves cheaply, but no computer program 
is going to replace the knowledge and skill of a 
trained studio engineer to replicate the acoustic 
properties of a proper recording studio. This same 
principal applies to poorly coded shareware MP3 
ripping software. Sure it can rip an MP3, but boy 
does the sound quality suck (especially when peo¬ 
ple choose saving bandwidth and disc space over 
sound quality... something that will likely change 
as technology advances). 

Some folks in the pro-filesharing/download¬ 
ing camp also claim the days of the record label 
are over. Speaking as someone who actually 
runs a record label I hardly see this as the case. 
While actual recording formats may come and 
go, one thing has not changed since PE began: 
most bands still want to concentrate on the mu¬ 
sic and performing and want to leave the details 
of recording and selling their music to someone 
else. Preferably that someone else will have the 
ability not only to sell and distribute the music, 
but also to help promote the band to a wider au¬ 
dience. The label that represents you can be the 
difference between being just another face in 
the crowd or being a known band, playing good 
shows to big audiences. Being on a “big label” is 
a prestigious thing and can help open doors to op¬ 
portunities that did not exist before. The fact that 
PE is a relatively well-known label has certainly 
helped a lot of the bands we have worked with. 

SO, if things are so bad, then which way with 
PE? First of all we’re going to have to face reality 
that economic conditions are going to restrict our 
activities. PE is still working our way out of a huge 
debt we accrued from 2004-2006. We’re about 
half way through paying off this debt, which still 
costs us nearly $700 per month in interest. Pay¬ 
ing it off as quickly as possible is high priority and 
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we’re definitely not going to do anything that puts 
us further into debt again. The trick is to keep PE 
moving forward but without adding to the debt. To 
achieve this some projects are going to be cut and 
some prices are going to increase. The first and 
most notable is that the policy of sending a second 
free CD out to subscribers of PE magazine has 
now been cancelled (If you feel you have been 
ripped off somehow because of this I will gladly re¬ 
fund the balance of your subscription). This effec¬ 
tively reduces our 2008 release schedule from 16 
to 13 CDs. There will also be other cuts from the 
vinyl releasing roster, but no specific projects have 
been given the ax yet. Everything is on the table 
right now and those that will survive are going to 
be the ones that will do better financially or cost us 
less. Tough times make for tough decisions and 
not everyone is going to be happy with the results. 
Harsh Reality. 

Other areas of PE are going to be changed 
and that includes the ad rates and CD tracks fees 
for this magazine. Since the latest prices were 
established, we have seen two major increases 
in postage rates and a 20% increase in printing 
costs. The previous formula was based on a 
“slightly more than break-even” basis, but in real¬ 
ity we have done less than break even. I will use 
the numbers for last issue to illustrate my point.

If you count in the cost of the extra CDs we 
gave away last issue then the actual loss is closer 
to $800 for last issue alone. Take notice that there 
is no inclusion of wages in the “Expenses” column. 
Aside from my usual monthly “allowance” from 
PE, no one is paid for producing this magazine. 

Of course with PE still in debt it is bad policy 
to be running this magazine at a loss. Therefore it 
has to turn around immediately. Since some things 
can’t be changed in mid course, issue #57 is still 
going to be a slight loss for PE. However, starting 
with PE #58 there will be some changes, most no¬ 
tably regarding advertising and CD track policies. 
The actual ad rates will be increasing to $300 for 
a full page and the discount for ad and CD track 
combinations will be cut in half. We’re not chang¬ 
ing the cover price or subscription rates anytime 
soon. We are also going to stop sending out bulk 
quantities of PE magazines to bands on the com¬ 
pilation CD. The high cost of postage is killing us 
and you can share the burden if you want to get 
copies. Bulk ordering is available on our web site 
and there is information on page 82. 


Continuing with the theme of financial dis¬ 
closure, I’m going to bring back the old tradition 
of sharing our annual financial data. There are 
people who have this idea that Profane Existence 
is some kind of hugely profitable enterprise and 
that myth needs to be debunked. Without further 
introduction, here are our numbers for 2007:

By far the biggest single “winner” from our 
activity is the Post Office, accounting for $1 spent 
for every $4 we received (up from about $1 in $5 
from previous years). My actual monthly stipend 
from Profane Existence was usually less than 
$500 in the form of a monthly trip to the grocery 
store and other odd bills. I have three growing kids 
and I swear they eat their own weight in food each 
month and seem to have a doctor’s visit every 
other week. I can assure you there would not be a 
Profane Existence if it wasn’t for my wife’s full time 
job and the generosity of our families. Of course 
this can’t last forever and PE MUST get out of debt 
and start paying wages. Not just for me, but also 
for some help here. Working 80 hours per week is 
not healthy for me and getting paid $1.50 an hour 
is a total sweatshop wage! 

For the past month Jeremy (AKA Stink- 
bot) has been volunteering in the office for 
a few hours each weekday before he goes 
to his regular job. He’s been volunteering on 
and off for several years now and it’s nice to 
have someone to discuss the ins and outs of 
life in the anarcho-punk scene and life at PE. The 
financial discussion has been a prime topic as he 
can see first-hand what’s been happening here 
and how dreary the outlook has become. We both 
agree that making PE economically sustainable 
should be one of our chief goals. Through these 
discussion some ideas are starting solidify in my 
mind regarding the future direction of PE. 

1. Profane Existence is one of the major pil¬ 
lars of the DIY punk movement and we should 
therefore become a model of sustainability. Get¬ 
ting PE debt free should be the most immediate 


goal while not disrupting too many scheduled ser¬ 
vices (like the magazine). Once PE is debt free, it 
should not only pay decent wages to its workers, 
but should help benefit other DIY projects reach 
sustainability as well. 

2. Profane Existence is a multi-format media 
outlet. While originally this was in the form of a 
magazine and record label, changing times call 
for changing media formats. The magazine read¬ 
ership has more or less stayed constant while 
traditional music sales are declining. Music sales 
have long been the backbone of PE’s economy, 
funding the less profitable parts of the equation. 
With music sales down all of the other aspects of 
PE must become self-sufficient. 

3. During the past five years Profane Exis¬ 
tence has developed a huge internet presence and 
the message board has become a resource used 
by thousands of people each month. Currently 
Profane Existence spends over $600 per month 
to maintain it’s web presence (mostly on server 
leases: See Equipment Lease in the Profit or Loss 
Report). While it may seem like a huge expense 
each month, it is a bargain considering how poten¬ 
tially useful a resource our web sites have been for 
the community - particularly regarding the message 
board. The current web sites are totally antiquated 
and our next generation will be leaps and bounds 
beyond our current capabilities. The new PE web 
site is currently in development and should be 
ready for the public soon after this issue is printed. 

4. We should offer our services at a low cost 
or free whenever possible. It is totally unavoid¬ 
able that we will still have to sell the magazine, 
records, etc. mainly because these things cost 
money to make and must help pay for over-head 
type expenses. To fund the other free service, we 
have decided to solicit voluntary donations much 
in the same way public radio and television sta¬ 
tions do. In fact we have chosen to make Profane 
Existence a membership organization much in 
the same way. The added twist is that members 
would receive a small discount from our distro just 
like membership in a community food cooperative. 
Members will also get special perks like free sub¬ 
scriptions to this magazine or to the CDs of PE 
series. If you like what you read/hear then please 
JOIN US! 

5. Profane Existence will become a more uni¬ 
fied and singular media entity. In the recent past 
we have segregated the contents of the magazine 
from the contents of the web site. This is now over. 
From now on the magazine is back to being a full 
blown resource magazine once gain to have cov¬ 
erage of news, events, tours, classified ads, etc. 
that have been more or less pushed onto the web 
site. Conversely the web site will start featuring 
more in-depth articles and will eventually will host 
a searchable web archive of everything Profane 
Existence has ever produced. Most of this will be 
available 100% free to the public (although mem¬ 
bership is strongly encouraged). 

With those things in mind I hope you enjoy 
this issue and take to heart that PE needs your 
help in order to keep going. If you are a label or 
band I hope you will still be able to support us with 
your ads and songs in spite of the higher prices. 
The featured artist section should return in PE #58 
(although I have no idea where we are going to 
find the space for it) Thanks for reading and take 
care! 
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It must be the rush. The sheer pleasure pulsing 
through your veins. The ultimate high, that takes 
over and leads you into an early grave, and 
leaves behind friends and family suffering in loss. 
That must be it. It must feel that good, to make so 
many feel so bad, to have nothing else matter... 
I’ve never shot a needle into my arm. I’ve never 
injected heroin into my body. So in one week, 
when two people I’m acquainted with overdose, it 
leaves me with questions... 

I’m no saint here. I’ve dabbled in myriad 
substances and fought winning and losing my 
own battles with addiction. I think many of us 
have and do each waging our own internal wars 
for sanity. This is not an entirely foreign concept 
to me. I’ve peered into the bottom of a glass 
searching for liquid answers, woke up the next 
day and regretted actions and words I couldn’t 
take back. I’ve been told my whole life I’ll struggle 
with drugs and alcohol like my father, I did end a 
four year relationship with a man over his heroin 
use a decade ago, my mother ended her own life 
in an effort to end the mess in her head... I do 
know addiction. I do know loss. I do know the 
demons within. 

I guess I’ve tried as I get older to let go of 
those ghosts that haunt me. To answer questions 
with a clear head, to turn to a friend instead of a 
bottle, to exercise, to enjoy day to day, to play 
music, and stare at the mountains, and overall be 
a better person than I sometimes have been. Did 
I mention I’m writing my column at a barstool? I 
did say I’m no saint, by the way? Everyone I know 
has pain they are trying to deal with. I suppose 
that’s how many of us became punks. 

I think about all the people I know, and how 
many of them I’ve lost to a drug overdose. How 
many times the phone has rung the friends I’ve 
said goodbye to some of them before they were 
gone when I was certain it would happen. The 
years I was scared to answer my phone for fear 
of bad news. And how each time this happens, it 
devastates countless people for a lifetime. 

I know life isn’t fair. But in the end, this just 
ISN’T FAIR. I know telling kids coming into punk 
rock, or old hats swaggering through this to stay 
the fuck away from heroin won’t change people’s 
opinions, but STAY THE FUCK AWAY FROM 
HEROIN! Just once, for one night, try turning to a 
friend, to an instrument, a walk, anything instead 
of a needle... 

To Brad, who I never met in person, and to 
Carrie, who I hope was back in the trees in 
Oregon, rest in peace. I hope you both find sanity 
and sanctuary somewhere beyond our literal 
world, wherever that may be. Cheers-Maygun

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Suicide is an unfortunate part of life. If you are 
lucky, you will never have to deal with it or have 
it affect your life. Most people unfortunately can 
name someone that committed this sad act, and 
the less fortunate can name two or three. Sadly 
for myself, I’m one of the less fortunate. However, 
I was also able to stop an attempt as well. 

A friend of mine that I use to skateboard 
with and play in bands with, was the first person 
I knew that committed suicide. For about two 
years we were good friends, hanging out a lot. 
Then after a falling out over some band issues, 
we didn’t really talk for about a year or so. One 
day, I ran into him and he gave me a ride. He 
asked if everything was cool between us, and 
I said things are fine. It was good to see him 
again, and I felt better about things. Another 
year after that, I was on tour and I said that I 
hadn’t seen him in awhile. My band mate told me 
that he was dead and the story behind it. I was 
crushed. I was told that he had been diagnosed 
with MS and that he shot himself in the head. 
I would have hoped that he might have looked 
into help for his sickness, but that was just an 
afterthought now. There was nothing I could do 
about it. He’s a friend that I miss very much, 
and it saddens me to think about it to this day. 

My friend, Fritz was married, and his wife and he 
had agreed to terms to also be able to see other 
people from time to time. They had agreed to not 
fall in love with anyone. One day his wife came 
home and told him that she had met someone, 
that she was leaving, and she was taking their 
child too. A huge argument ensued. She left 
and said that he would never see either of them 
again. The next day, Fritz had hung himself. 
Once again, another friend of mine was gone in 
the blink of an eye, without any warning. It was 
another senseless death that affected me deeply. 

A third friend of mine, Richie, died from what 
was called a suicide, but there also might be 
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another explanation. To this day I’m not sure 
exactly what happened. In high school, Richie 
was my best friend and we hung out all the time. 
He was also the bass player in my first band. 
Then, after school was over, we drifted apart. I 
actually didn’t even see him for about six years or 
so. Then out of the blue, we ran into each other 
and things went back to normal. I had borrowed a 
bass guitar from him years before, and he called 
me up and wanted it back because he wanted to 
start playing again. So I dropped it off, and we 
hung out for awhile. He told me that we should 
see each other more and hang out, and I agreed. 
That would be the last time I talked to him. I found 
out a week later that he had hung himself. What 
happened is that his wife and he had separated. 
Richie, moved back in with his mother. A few 
days later he was found hanging in a closet at his 
mother’s house. The official explanation was that 
he had committed suicide. But other friends had 
told me that Richie was also into asphyxiation 
masturbation, and that his death might have been 
an accident. Either way, it was another terrible 
loss. The most ironic thing about this particular 
story is that as teenagers, in the eighties, we 
listened to a band called D.I., and at parties Richie 
would run around with a noose around his neck 
singing along to the song “Richie hung himself. 

I couldn’t do anything to stop Richie at the time 
of his demise. I was, however, able to help my 
buddy Nigel. I just turned eighteen and Nigel 
just had gotten out of jail. He needed a place to 
crash, and my parents were cool enough to let 
him stay for a bit. He was on probation and one 
of his conditions was that he didn’t drink. Nigel 
was doing well for awhile, but one day I came 
home called his name and couldn’t find him in 
his room. I called and suddenly looked down 
and found footprints of blood that led downstairs 
to the basement. There are three rooms in my 
parent’s basement, as I walked through each 
room, the blood trail got thicker and thicker. When 
I found him he was wrapped in a leopard-print 
blanket, and covered in a pool of blood. He had 
attempted suicide by slitting his wrists so deeply 
with the butcher knife that he almost chopped 
his entire hand off. My mother had happened 
to come home right after I did, and called the 
police. The ambulance and the cops came and 
it took awhile to revive him, due to blood loss. 
At the hospital it took over one hundred and 
fifty stitches to sew his wrist and tendons back 
together. Later back at the house, a detective 
had solved the entire case, or so he thought. 
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“I found a suicide note, and it explains everything.” 
He said. 

“He seems to hate cops, religion and the 
American government altogether. He then added, 
“This is one disturbed individual.” I asked to see 
the note. 

“Those are song lyrics I wrote, Nigel didn’t 
write this” I said. Both cops looked totally pissed. 
But then again they always look pissed when you 
prove them wrong. “The only part Nigel wrote was 
at the bottom he said ‘Goodbye to everyone’. And 
that he left me all his stuff.” 

Nigel ended up in the psychiatric ward. 
Eventually he was fine, even regaining total 
use of his hand, which the doctors didn’t think 
would be possible. Had my mother or I gotten 
home any later, he would not have survived. 

The last person I’ll talk about is my ex¬ 
girlfriend from ten years ago. She suffered from 
a potassium deficiency. She was taking massive 
amounts of potassium pills, and if she would not 
take the pills, her body would slowly start to shut 
down. One time, when I first met her, she didn’t 
take the pills and she stopped breathing, had no 
pulse, and she was pretty much dead in my arms. 
I tried to remember CPR the best I could and 
actually was able to revive her. I was freaking out 
because holding a dead person in your arms is 
frightening beyond explanation. I got her breathing 
again long enough for the ambulance to show 
up. They got her to the hospital, put potassium 
in her, and got her back to normal. I thought 
that would be the last incident but I was wrong. 

A couple weeks later, I started dating 
her, and I got a crazy call. “Meet me 
where you usually meet me at the corner.” 
I went to the spot, and she wasn’t there. My cell 
phone rang again and she tells me in a furious 
voice how she is standing in the doorway of my 
guitar player’s house, and she’s holding a butcher 
knife, and that he is in bed with another girl. 

“What do you care if he is in bed with another 
girl?” I asked. 

“You need to get down here before I do 
something I’ll regret!” She says. 

I drive to his place, and as I start to walk up 
the grass to the side of house, my girlfriend runs 
out of the door facing me and holding the butcher 
knife, panting so hard that she’s almost growling. 
Her eyes are glossed over, looking angry and 
confused all at the same time. 

“What are you doing?” I asked in a 
bewildered voice. I then looked at her arms 
and I could see cut marks. She’s looking 
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at me and waving the knife mumbling and 
grunting something I couldn’t understand. 
“What happened to your arms?” I asked 

As she looked at her arms, I reached out 
and grabbed the knife out of her hand. She then 
started to run away from me, so I threw the knife 
under the porch of the house. As I was doing this, 
she turned a one eighty and zoomed past me 
to the left. She was extremely drunk; she’s not 
supposed to drink because alcohol will drain the 
body of all potassium. I immediately chased after 
her. When I caught up to her, I held her around 
the waist and we both went to the ground. 

“You’re going to have to go to the hospital!” 
I said. She then started punching me in the face 
and screaming at me. I was able to get a hold of 
her arms, and she then passed out and stopped 
breathing. I gave her mouth to mouth and she 
started to breath again. As this was happening, a 
guy from the party she was at showed up. My cell 
phone was about fifteen feet away from me, so I 
couldn’t reach it. I yelled at the guy to call 911 on 
my phone, she was going to need an ambulance. 
The guy picks my phone up and starts dialing, 
and I can hear him talking to her roommate 
instead of 911. 

“I don’t wanna get her in trouble!” he yells. 

“She’s gonna end up dead!” I screamed. 

Beep... Beep... Beep... and the battery on 
my cell phone died. She passed out again and 
stopped breathing. I gave her mouth to mouth 
again to keep her breathing and I screamed at 
the guy to run and get an ambulance. Just as she 
came to, she tried again to punch me in the face. 
Sirens and flashing lights started to go off all around 
us. I look up and a cop had his gun drawn on me. 

“Get off of her NOW!” I can only imagine 
what this looks like, I was thinking to myself. 

I put my hands up and backed away from 
her. The cop shined the light in her face. 

“Is he beating on you?” She shook her head 
no. “Are you sure he didn’t intimidate you into 
saying that?” 

She looked confused but told him that I 
wasn’t beating on her. The cop flashed the light 
down to her arms and saw the cuts on the inside 
of her arms and her wrists. He grabbed radio... 

“We have a 1096, and we’re going to need 
an ambulance.” 

That’s police lingo for a mental subject (not 
to be confused with the killer Wl hardcore band 
from the ‘80s) The ambulance arrives, rushes her 
to the hospital, gives her potassium, and treats 
the cuts on her arms. After that, they took her

upstairs to have her committed for seventy two 
hours.

But if life is” depressing 
today”, it still might be better tomorrow so I don’t 
really understand suicide .Now I don’t think 
suicide should be illegal either. The last thing a 
person needs after an attempted suicide is a fine. 
But anyway, in all honesty, why would you go and 
rush your own death when time will do that for 
you. Life is short and I think its best to try to enjoy 
the little time we have while we exist.

Last but not least, the 
heaviest band you will ever see live, that’s right 
STORMCROW. If hell really existed and needed 
a house band this would be the one. Fucking 
heaaaaavvvvy! Every time I have seen this 
band I just gasp at the intensity they pull out of a 
crowd. Mesa Boogie triple rectifiers and Gibson 
RDs everywhere! They just released a 7” split 
with SKAVEN and it’s bad ass. 

One of my favorite local bands is from 
Madison Wl: PYROKLAST. Now when DISCIDER 
broke up I had no idea what to expect from Tim 
Offence’s next project. WARTORN played a 
birthday show for Brandon (the drummer of 
DISCIDER) at the Subvert City punk house.

Twelve seconds into the set the crowd explodes. 
They remind me of POISON IDEA (Feel the 
Darkness era) with crust-punk overtones, catchy 
as hell, and basically they tore down the house. I 
totally rocked the fuck out to them live.

I know this subject has been touched on before 
in various DIY media, but there is a lingering 
cloud on the horizon that is quickly blackening 
into a storm... the rising price of gasoline. More 
specifically, the rising price of gasoline to a 
touring punk band in the United States. As much 
as we’d all like to wish it awayj^we are faced with 
a stark reality: the oil is reaching its peak and will 
only get more expensive. The manner in which 
we hit the road will vastly change in the coming 
years, if we are able to hit the road at all. 

I recently got back from a short trip to the 
Bay Area with MEISCE, and for a six day, roughly 
1600 mile round trip from Seattle, our band 
incurred nearly $600 in gas costs alone, or about 
$2.67 a mile. Fortunately, our shows were for the 
most part well-booked and we had an arsenal of 
merch that sold well, and we more than broke 
even on the trip. But mind you this is becoming 
more and more of an anomaly and even bands 
on established labels are finding it hard to make 
their tours break even, let alone coming back with 
something. Your average punk rock tour wagon 
(unless it’s brand new and freakishly efficient) will 
get about 15 to 20 miles to the gallon, and with 
gas hitting $4 a gallon, I’ll let you do the math as 
to how much touring costs today. 

So you take skyrocketing gas prices and 
merge them with our already too low punk show 
door covers, and the result is a touring band that 
essentially has to pay to play anywhere outside 
of their hometown. What this inevitably spells out 
is the death of the DIY touring network, unless we 
take some evasive action immediately. And whilst 
some people would like to romanticize thoughts 
of a world where all bands just get on their bikes 
and peddle from state to state, it’s just simply not 
realistic with people having jobs, getting time off 
from work, subletting rooms, etc. 

What we may need is a network of 
backlines. For those of you unfamiliar with the 
term, a backline is a functional set of music 
equipment that a touring band generally rents or 
borrows if they are not traveling with their own. 
This includes but is not limited to drums (4-pc 
at least), guitar cabs and heads, bass cab and 
heads, microphones and a functioning PA system 
with speakers. A backline can be provided by an 
opening band at a show, or it can be entirely its 
own entity, used specifically for rental/borrowing 
purposes. The idea is that if a band can travel 
in a smaller vehicle without having to lug heavy 
equipment around, then they can save immense 
amounts of money on gas and still be able to 
have everything they need to rock your face. 

Now while some serious gear heads out 
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there may scoff at the notion of hitting the road 
without their MesaBoogie Triple Rectifier and 
quadruple stacks, if we can establish a network 
of backlines with decent sounding equipment I 
think a lot of bands would quickly get behind the 
prospect of not having to go into debt every time 
they want to tour. 

So, whose equipment gets shared, what stuff 
has to be bought, and who the hell’s going to pay 
for it? This is where that whole punk community 
thing comes into play. If you play in a band that 
regularly opens shows for touring bands, then 
chances are you have at some point loaned or 
been asked to loan a piece of your equipment. 
Sometimes letting a stranger borrow your gear 
isn’t always great, particularly in the precarious 
realm of tube amplification. But think of the bigger 
picture, being part of an underground movement, 
maybe helping to facilitate the very same punk 
culture you’ve spent your youth taking from. Still 
no? Okay, we won’t borrow your gear. Thanks, 
dick. 

So perhaps a scene backline then. How 
do you pay for it? Well, throw a series of local 
benefit shows to raise money for one, or at 
least components that can be accompanied by 
borrowed gear. If you are part of a show collective, 
book shows at a DIY venue, or help organizing 
gigs in any way, set up some fundraisers to get 
a house set of gear. Seriously, this is something 
we will really have to think about in the near 
future so start crackin’. If you have a decent 
cabinet or functional piece of equipment you’ve 
been meaning to sell, hold on to it and see if it 
can’t be put to a greater use. If you like seeing 
touring punk bands (I myself really like to), then 
help create an environment that will allow them to 
continue to do so. 

Alright, so we have equipment, so we’re 
done, right? Hell no. The backline is just the 
beginning. The next issue is door covers. In short, 
the ‘90’s are over. A punk show should cost at 
the very least $6-$7 today. Don’t be cheap. It’s a 
couple extra dollars you would have just blown on 
scratch tickets or a can of Sparks or something. 
And give up on trying to get on the “guest list” at 
house shows. That’s just pathetic. It’s not enough 
to just show up to a show and dance while the 
band plays, fucking pony up and make it easy for 
the person who is setting up the show. Yeah, this 
scene isn’t all about money, I know, but touring 
is goddamn expensive. If you’re in a band that’s 
opening a show for a touring band, donate to the 
door as well. I know you’re playing, but so what? 
You live in this city. The band from Scandinavia 
whose name you can’t pronounce because it has 
thirty vowels and seven umlauts in it does not. 

Finally what we need in the States is some 
good ol’ fashioned European hospitality, and for 
anyone that books shows should always have that 
word hospitality engraved in their skull. Anything 
you can do to help out a touring band, whether it 
be buying them a few much appreciated drinks or 
cooking them a much appreciated meal resonates 
with a band, and it makes them come back to 
your town on a regular basis. No one wants to go 
somewhere they’re not wanted, so try and make 
a band feel welcome in your scene. When I book 
shows for touring bands I try to go out of my way 
to provide some sort of food at the very least, 
whether it be dinner before or after the show or 


breakfast the next morning. Eating out on tour 
costs a lot, and usually to not such great results 
unless you know where you’re going. Find out 
what the dietary restrictions of a band are before 
they get there, and plan your meal accordingly. If 
you’re setting up a show for a band, assume they 
don’t have a place to stay and try and coordinate 
one for them beforehand. In the end we will have 
happy, excited, well-fed bands coasting from 
town to town in fuel efficient vehicles, playing 
for audiences of appreciative crowds that aren’t 
mere spectators, but active participants in their 
music scene. 

Why should you do all this? Well, why the 
hell not? Do you have something better to do 
with your time aside from hunting for records on 
ebay and studding your vest? Keep punk alive by 
enabling DIY touring in your hometown, harness 
the power of your community and put it to use. 
While our natural resources may be dwindling, 
the punk resource is not only renewable, but 
expandable as well. 
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Egoitis 

For 15 years I’ve believed in anarchy, the 
kind that exists in the presence of peace and 
equality. There have been moments when my 
heart has soared in the feeling of true anarchy. 
Certain times marching in the street, neo-tribal 
campfires in the ancient forest, planting gardens, 
painting community center walls. I cherish these 
moments because they’ve been few and far 
between. I’m always on the look-out for conditions 
in which I might taste that feeling again. I like to 
watch it in anthropology videos of hunter/gatherer 
peoples; freedom in every direction, inside and 
out. 

I believe that we can share more of these 
moments, but we have to work to create them. 
We have to sacrifice the self for the whole, the 
ego for the spirit. That can mean compromise, 
forgiveness, compassion, humility, patience, 
love, respect. The world of dominance hierarchy 
actively suppresses these virtues. Small wonder 
why we’re all so fucked up in the head and heart. 
We’re not trained from birth by an anarchic 
culture how to live in anarchy. So when we try 
to synthesize anarchy, the ingredients are too 
contaminated to make a substance that holds 
together. We don’t really have the social skills and 
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internal psychological discipline that it takes. 

It requires enormous self-esteem, self- 
awareness, and self-control to resist the urge to 
dominate and the impulse to submit. 

It wasn’t until I started seriously studying the 
self-help and human potential movements that I 
began to understand the social psychological 
pathologies that make anarchist projects, 
collectives, households, etc. constantly fail. It 
wasn’t until I began to study the nature of ego 
that it all made sense. 

I used to walk into anarchist conferences, 
shows, gatherings, marches, etc. blindly trusting 
that everyone was pure of heart, committed, 
interested in healing, peace, harmony, autonomy, 
and respect. I was wrong; and most sorely wrong 
in assuming that I was at all pure and virtuous 
myself. 

After learning about “control dramas” 
described in James Redfield’s enlightened 
novel The Celestine Prophecy . I realized that 
my whole life I’d used my sharp mind to lacerate 
everyone around me with an endless barrage of 
condescending, sarcastic, and hurtful behaviors. 
Why this unconscious brutality? Where does 
this desire come from? It’s quite simple, it’s 
energetic economics. Low self-esteem can be 
thought energetically to be a spirit deficiency. 
When we’re not happy, joyful, blissful, loving, 
caring, and being surrounded by people and 
environments overflowing with love, connection, 
and compassion we’re not channeling spirit into 
and through our bodies. We’re bankrupt in the 
currency of kindness. Chi, life-force, energy, love, 
light, whatever you want to call it, that is the blood 
of mental health. 

What happens when you get depressed? 
Your body drops, becomes heavy, posture twists 
and collapses. What happens when you’re happy, 
when you feel unstoppable, on top of the world? 
You’re light, you stand tall, shoulders back, deep 
breaths, chest out. Everything is beautiful, worthy 
of patience and understanding. You’re inspired, 
(spirit means breath). You’re at peace, love flows 
easily into and through you. Negative thoughts 
melt into bliss. 

Unfortunately we haven’t habituated the 
physiology of feeling good. Most of us have been 
abused, neglected and raised in a world devoid 
of true happiness and love. We live in energetic 
impoverishment. Thus we feel empty, unfulfilled, 
and our poor egos wonder why. Searching 
desperately for spirit, but finding only candy, TV, 
toys, commodities, shallow lust, commercialized 
sexuality, and the little kicks you get from being 
right, from being better, from knowing more, or 
being prettier, etc. our egos become insane. 

Carlos Castaneda described the ego as the 
three thousand headed monster. Buddhists call 
it the monkey mind. Toltecs knew it to become 
like a parasite. It’s generally known in western 
psychology to be the cognitive mechanism by 
which we separate ourselves from all else in 
existence. It’s the T, “me’, ‘mine’. It is the “self 
program running on the cerebral cortex computer, 
something unique to homo sapiens. When it’s 
healthy it seeks to share and connect peacefully 
and lovingly to the ‘we’. When it’s sick it wallows 
in self-pity and self-importance and isolates itself 
in pain. 

Ego once served a healthy and vital role in 


hunter/gather existence: judge danger, build a 
self and community concept, assign meaning to 
experience, hold together a personality that can 
access past experiences to dynamically respond 
to the flow of reality with reflective thought in 
addition to pure instinct. 

In the wild there is an abundance of love 
and spirit, the ego is most often pacified, nursing 
like a baby on the beauty and abundance of 
communal love and nature. In the dead neurotic 
scarce world of industrial civilization, our minds 
have become like a baby ripped from her mothers 
breast. Screaming and crying, why? 

In this state of lack, we become masters 
of stealing energy from other people. We don’t 
learn how to cultivate it in ourselves through 
meditation. We’re not taught to find fulfillment, 
spirit and peace of mind by connecting with wild 
animals and nature. We don’t experience healthy 
love economies in dysfunctional patriarchal 
families. So we become spirit pirates. We 
become vampires of others’ energies. We fill our 
heart by stealing from the hearts of others. This is 
the game that is constantly being played behind 
the rational guise of business-as- usual human 
interaction. You don’t need Egon’s Psycho- 
Kinetic Energy (P.K.E.) meter to see this violent 
energy exchange in business, family, collective, 
and community life. 

We’ve all heard the playground axiom that 
the bully who picks on you doesn’t really not like 
you; rather he just doesn’t like himself. We all 
seem to accept this as fundamentally true yet 
don’t quite see the more subtle applications to 
our own less brutish behaviors. As teenagers and 
adults we may no longer throw spit wads at each 
other or make fun of each others glasses but we 
do pick on and bully ourselves and others with 
other passive and aggressive behaviors. 

We try to get pity, we suck energy and 
attention from others by making them wonder 
what’s wrong with us, we ridicule others’ 
mistakes, we punish ourselves with guilt, we 
intimidate others. Not to mention all the sinister 
games played in relationships. There are so 
many vicious cycles of negative thought, speech 
and action that tear through our minds and 
communities like tornados. We act out the ‘poor 
me, aloof, interrogator, and intimidator control 
dramas’. 

After many black flagged relationships, 
friendships, bands, co-ops, and collectives failed 
in my life it started to dawn on me that most of us 
are too hurtful, destructive and insane to make the 
dream of anarchy come true (for ourselves in this 
lifetime). We can catch glimpses when our egos 
are quieted in moments of awe and reverence 
for natural beauty, song, dance, love, connection, 
solidarity, art, etc. But again, these peak states 
of blissful anarchy are seldom sustained for long 
before ego returns us to misery in conflict. 

I realized that it’s not only foolish and 
ineffectual but also extremely dangerous to be 
building movements to do battle with the system 
while we’re all completely imbalanced and 
operating with diseased egos. 

I can’t count all the infections of hellish 
debates, arguments, divisions, lynch mobs, 
character assassinations, back-biting, shit talking, 
and betrayals that I’ve witnessed or been on one 
side or the other of in the punk and anarchist 


scenes. 

We accept and believe what American 
culture has taught its citizens and the world: cut 
throat individualism. While an anarchist collective 
may be creating a communal resource, event, 
project, etc. its members’ egos are still very often 
cutting throats psychologically. One time a friend 
summed up the dynamics within radical groups 
well by saying, “It’s all about who’s fucking who, 
and who’s king of the hill...” 

So much sexual politics, so many hidden 
agendas, so much gossip, so many rumors, 
so much elitism, these are all hungers of the 
starving ego. These are all symptoms of inner 
conflict resulting in outer conflict. The sick ego 
never sits still, it’s never comfortable, it’s never at 
peace. It always judges, criticizes, and demands 
more. It’s never content, it’s always nagging, 
begging, and complaining. It doesn’t see the 
good in people it sees the bad. It doesn’t love 
the charm of peoples’ folly, it scathingly scoffs. It 
wants immediate gratification. It wants to be fed 
experiences that enforce its supremacy. It’s an 
ugly thing when it loses balance and becomes 
diseased, swollen, and inflamed. 

It’s so funny how flimsy ideologically based 
movements are. Agent provocateurs drop one 
little rumor into the pit of hungry snarling egos 
and they tear each other limb from limb with the 
passion of pitbulls. 

Peace in the chaos of the outer world is 
harder than inner peace. It’s the hardest thing 
to create and maintain. It’s not a plateau like the 
one inside, not a hammock, it’s a never-ending 
steep jagged rock face. It requires self discipline, 
total attention and extreme care. I don’t see this 
type of attitude often. I’ve seen myself and other 
people conducting their minds and behaviors the 
way corporate businessmen do: no mercy, no 
shame, total defense of their interests above all 
else. 

And when we come to an impasse, we 
can all say fuck you and hit the road, because 
we don’t actually NEED each other tribally to 
survive. The system has plenty of artificial food, 
water, and ‘medicine’ sources for us to access 
as individuals. We don’t HAVE to love ourselves, 
each other, and nature to survive in every moment 
as a group. That’s the great ironic gift of industrial 
capitalism: false independence that destroys true 
interdependence. This will be a future column, 
back to the ego... 

So called “primitive” peoples develop 
elaborate social systems involving stories, 
ceremonies, rituals, and mythologies to keep 
the ego in check. To keep the self rooted in the 
tribe; to keep ALL the deadly sins in balance. 
Not to fear, repress, or hate the negative 
impulses we humans have, but to learn from 
them, understand them, and be vigilant against 
their destructive power. And even to enjoy the 
folly, and be entertained by the human circus of 
imperfection. That’s the texture of this life, don’t 
wish it away, you’ll come back as a stone and 
crave the madness of human society... 

Anarchy doesn’t require sainthood, or 
Buddha-hood. It does require discipline and 
humility and self-love in abundance that can be 
shared with the external world. If we try to create 
new anarchic associations without a conscious 
strategy to heal and rebalance our egos, we’ll 
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continue to do the system’s work for it. We’ll keep 
re-infecting each other with pain, abuse, neglect, 
denial, fear, distrust, self-hatred, embarrassment, 
anxiety, etc. 

There are infinite pathways that we can all 
explore to gain more of an internal sense of peace 
and harmony that we can then genuinely project 
into our relations. There is hope, we’re not simply 
ruined or cursed. We just have a tough job of self- 
discovery and self-love. It would have been nice 
if we’d have been raised knowing how to conduct 
ourselves better, or had been given a few hints 
earlier in life. But the more we practice these 
things now the healthier our bodies, minds, and 
communities will be and under such conditions 
spirit and magic can return and circulate. In our 
cold, toxic, negative mind and group states, spirit 
vanishes and anarchy cannot be achieved. 

Now I know that on a metavisible level, it’s 
not really the content of the problems that plague 
anarchist groupings, it’s the form. It doesn’t 
matter what we’re debating when we do so with 
the conscious and unconscious intent to harm, to 
belittle, to insult, to win, to be right, we’re really 
just abusing the anarchist discourse as a tool to 
make ourselves and others ultimately feel bad. If 
the hippie drugged out drop outs don’t contribute 
much to the anarchist revolution, they certainly 
contribute a lot to the health of the planetary mind 
by promoting peace and love. On a vibrational 
level, a hyper-intellectual anarchist mind is like a 
chain saw being used to massage a deep painful 
injury. I was the ultimate chain saw, I just wanted 
to be in conflict and struggle for ego power, 
battling for psycho-spiritual energy, take, take, 
take, feed, feed, feed. And there were plenty of 
other vultures to join in the frenzy. I know the 
sickness of ego quite well, I consider myself 
and all civilized humans chronically mentally 
diseased. There is no cure, only remission. 

It’s a personal journey to find healthy, 
lasting fulfillment that doesn’t come at the cost 
of the health and wellness of others. There is 
no universal prescription, just an optimistic and 
experimental attitude will do. 

Here’s a small list of things to try: 

Say I love you in the mirror. Take an aspect 
of yourself that you don’t like and apply yourself 
in small daily increments to change it. Go into 
memories of hurt, shame, or embarrassment 
and redesign the experience, see yourself 
empowered and replay the script with new lines. 
Treat yourself how you want others to treat you. 
Watch a sunrise. Imagine that your mouth is 
literally full of shit as you talk shit about others. 
Keep a journal of your emotions. Breathe deeply. 
View your emotions as waves following through 
you, stand tall don’t get washed away. Criticize 
yourself in the sexiest voice you can imagine. 
Proact, don’t just react. Make new agreements 
with yourself and with reality, like those suggested 
by Don Miguel Ruiz: Be impeccable with your 
word. Don’t take anything personally. Don’t make 
assumptions. Always do your best. 

As transformations begin to occur you may 
notice some of the ‘signs and symptoms of inner 
peace’ outlined by Saskia Davis: 

“A tendency to think and act spontaneously 
rather than on fears based on past experiences; 
an unmistakable ability to enjoy each moment; 


a loss of interest in judging other people; a 
loss of interest in judging self; a loss of interest 
in interpreting the actions of others; A loss of 
interest in conflict; a loss of the ability to worry; 
frequent, overwhelming episodes of appreciation; 
contented feelings of connectedness with 
others and nature; frequent attacks of smiling; 
an increasing tendency to let things happen 
rather than make them happen; an increased 
susceptibility to the love extended by others as 
well as the uncontrollable urge to extend it.” 

If all else fails, silently repeat this mantra: 
SHUT THE FUCK UP, SHUT THE FUCK UP, 
SHUT THE FUCK UP! 



I was excited to read the feature on Matt 
Garabedian from BEHIND ENEMY LINES/AUS 
ROTTEN in PE #55, mainly because of his career 
as a personal trainer. I’ve had a lot of conversations 
lately about how it is extremely necessary for 
those of us that identify ourselves as “punks” or 
whatever to cultivate lifestyle interests outside of 
the repetitive going to shows/collecting records/ 
getting fucked up aspect of the punk scene. That 
isn’t to say that those three things aren’t worthwhile 
or enjoyable, but I see so many people drop out of 
punk rock because it was “holding them back” or 
something similar to that. I have definitely spent a 
lot of time contemplating my role in this thing we 
call the punk rock scene, but at the end of the day, 

I feel like discovering punk, especially as a wide- 
eyed kid from Kentucky who stumbled across 
Profane Existence at age 20, ultimately made me 
a more open-minded person who is a little more 
aware of the world around him than he would have 
been otherwise. 

Unlike a lot of punks that I know, I work out 
about every other day. I got into it mainly from my 
old roommate in Lexington, and especially after 
reading a column in MRR by Adrienne Droogas 
sometime in the mid ‘90s. Like Matt, I get the 
occasional person coming up to me and “flexing” 
after a band I’m in has played, and I’ve also been 
made fun of here and there for being somewhat 
disciplined about getting enough exercise. I spent 
a lot of my younger years as an angry punk rocker 
wanting to smash the system, with a lot of piss 
and vinegar in my veins but nowhere to go with it 
other than the bottom of a bottle of green Mad Dog 
20/20. There were a lot of times where the idea of 
making it to age 25 made absolutely no sense. I’m 
a little older now, and while I still maintain a degree 
of animosity towards “the system” as it were, I have 
cultivated my own ways of dealing with it. Going 
to the gym and exercising is definitely a factor 
in maintaining some degree of inner sanctum, 


although I feel a little strange discussing it in a zine 
like PE. 

I think the thing that turns a lot of punks off 
from going to a gym or otherwise getting exercise 
outside of lifting a pint glass is the stigma attached 
to it. I have definitely been called a “jock” on more 
than one occasion, although I’ve never been too 
concerned about matching my physical prowess 
with anyone else’s. I think a strong argument can 
be made for not wanting to buy into the typical 
American image of what’s attractive and what isn’t. 
All of us at one point or another have been made to 
feel that we will never be attractive to the opposite 
sex unless we have perfectly sculpted bodies, go 
to THEIR gyms and use THEIR products in order 
to rope in a prospective mate. For this reason, if 
you’re interested in joining any gym or starting 
any sort of fitness regimen, my recommendation 
is to ignore any and all gyms (Bally’s, Gold’s, 
etc.) that are advertised on television or any sort 
of mass media. A lot of these gyms will feature 
lots of perfect-looking people in their ads and TV 
spots, which any self-respecting punk should find 
misleading and therefore full of shit. A lot of these 
gyms are more concentrated on making money, 
and while they may boast the newest and flashiest 
workout equipment, they also have sales people 
on the payroll whose main goal is not your personal 
fitness and well-being, but rather to hustle you out 
of as much money as possible. In addition, a lot 
of national fitness chains will make you sign a 
contract and pay a hefty joining fee. My advice in 
checking out a prospective place to work out would 
be to go to a smaller gym or a YM or YWCA. Most 
cities will have something similar to this, although 
you may have to dig through the phone book and 
look at a couple of different spots. A good bet is to 
hit these places up near the beginning or the end 
of the year, as a lot of times your joining fee will be 
waived (presumably due to the swelling number of 
people who gorged themselves over the holidays 
and thus feel guilty about it). In addition, some 
places like the YMCA will price memberships on 
a sliding scale depending on your ability to pay 
and will also feature a women-only workout area. 
Given a little homework, you should be able to find 
a workout facility that suits your needs without you 
having to pay more than $35 to $40 a month. A 
case can be made for home gyms like the Bowflex 
system, but I’ve found these to be a little janky and 
unreliable. I personally enjoy working out in public 
and interacting with people that are different from 
myself, plus I think the ads for Bowflex are fucking 
ridiculous. More on that in a minute. 

Now that you’ve gotten a membership 
somewhere, it’s time to get started. Regardless 
of whatever gym you’ve chosen, there should be 
someone on staff to get you going on the equipment 
and at least give you some advice on what you’re 
wanting to do, whether it’s losing weight, gaining 
strength, or both. In addition, you can learn a lot 
by watching other people and possibly finding one 
or two heads to give you some pointers here and 
there or at least be someone to buddy up with. 
Not everyone that works out is a jerky jock, and 
if you go to the gym with any sort of frequency, 
you’re bound to meet at least one hip cat who’s 
willing to give you a nickel’s worth of free advice 
regarding what to do. As with anything else in this 
world, don’t be afraid to ask questions and interact 
with other people. I’ve had a person or two ask me 
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questions at the gym over the years, and while I’m 
no personal trainer, I definitely don’t mind sharing 
what knowledge I have. 

As I said, what you want to accomplish by 
going to a gym and exercising is completely up 
to you. Personally, I like to do about an hour and 
a half workout about every other day. I generally 
start with some sort of cardiovascular activity 
(running, riding a recumbent bike, etc.) and repeat 
it about halfway through, as it’s good for getting 
your heart rate up and your blood flowing; as 
well as helping you burn calories if you’re trying 
to lose weight. Typically, I’ll hit either machines or 
free weights right after doing cardio, alternating 
between upper and lower body exercises; i.e. 
doing arm curls or bench presses and following 
with leg extensions or squats. Some of my more 
hardline gym friends argue in favor of targeting a 
certain part of the body per individual workout, but 
I personally don’t see the merit of doing a whole 
lot of one type of exercise just so that one part 
of your body can hurt like fuck the next day. I feel 
that mixing it up a little is good for maximizing the 
time that you’re actually in the gym, plus you don’t 
wake up the next morning feeling like you’ve been 
caned or had someone smash you in the chest 
with a baseball bat. Also, any gym will feature a 
cadre of burly, Ultimate Man Challenge-types 
who are concerned with lifting ungodly amounts 
of weight, leaving the dumbbells or barbells to 
go crashing to the floor after doing a mere two or 
three repetitions. I generally will go for the lighter 
weights (usually a 30 or 35 pound dumbbell on arm 
curls, for example) and do more repetitions; the 
same going for any other free weight or machine 
that I get on during the course of any workout. In 
time, you’ll know what you can and can’t handle, 
and will be able to push your limits a little without 
completely blowing your fucking brains out. 
Whatever you do, I think it’s important to stress 
that you won’t get where you want to be overnight. 
There are a ton of things that are advertised as 
ways to lose weight or build muscle quickly-like 
home gyms and diet pills-that are to be avoided 
altogether. Just like anything else in life that you 
want to really kick ass at, you have to spend time 
working on getting in shape. You don’t have to be 
fucking Arnold Schwarzenegger or anything, just 
keep at it, watch what you eat, and good things will 
come out of it. 

Whether you go to a gym or not is totally up 
to you, but my main argument for it is that it’s done 
a lot to increase my self-confidence and give me 
a more realistic way of dealing with things. I feel 
like we, as punks, spend so much time destroying 
ourselves with drugs and alcohol and so little 
time trying to maintain any sense of well-being. 
We talk so much about “making punk a threat 
again,” but the only thing that’s really threatened 
are our livers. I think a large part of being punk 
rock-1 mean, REALLY punk rock-is doing what you 
want to do and not giving a shit about what anyone 
else has to say about it. While I am definitely NOT 
straightedge, maintaining a degree of physical 
health as well as being vegan for almost four 
years has done a hell of a lot for my self-esteem 
and self-worth. I honestly feel that even at 35 
years old, I am in the best physical shape I’ve 
ever been in-especially at a time in life when a 
lot of people my age are resigning themselves 
to working some stupid ass job and watching TV. 



There are few times when I feel as alive as I do 
when I’m running like fuck at the gym with some 
AFTER THE BOMBS or shitty ‘80s metal blaring 
on my headphones, especially at a time in my life 
when I need to mix things up and add a little zing 
to my existence, which leads me to... 

PART DEUX: Minneapolis! 

In quoting verbatim the words of a certain 
fiery-dreaded columnist from this very magazine, 
sometimes you have to just say “fuck it-“ throw 
caution to the wind, ignore your own misgivings, 
and just ask questions later. When I last wrote, 

I was hanging out in a squatted garage space, 
busting out my PE column with only a space 
heater and two spoiled cats keeping me company. 
I had been in a morass in Ohio for six months at 
that time-newly single and busting my balls playing 
music and booking shows for a place that, for the 
most part, didn’t give a flying fuck one way or the 
other. So I put most of my stuff in storage, packed 
up some clothes and music and headed up here to 
Minneapolis, timing things so well as to arrive right 
in the middle of a fucking snow emergency. At the 
time of this writing, I have been here for a little over 
four months and mainly doing what Ido... getting 
a band going, working, and riding my bike despite 
the INTENSE GODDAMNED COLD that was 
going on over the winter. In a way, I feel like kind 
of a cliche in just bailing out and moving to what I 
thought of for such a long time as being one of the 
punkest places going on, but I feel like I dropped 
a lot of the bullshit that was weighing so heavily 
on me with the last column I wrote; to the point 
where all of that seems like it was part of another 
life. Minneapolis is different from Cincinnati in a 
lot of ways; I would guess mainly in that I’ve gone 
from a conservative town to a progressive one. 
Personally, I’ve been amazed at how easily things 
fell into place for me here; i.e. finding two jobs, 
bandmates, and friends without any sort of real 
legwork on my part. Despite the blasting cold that 
hits this town during the winter, I feel like every day 
is a new experience and that I meet new friends 
wherever I go.

Setting Achievable Goals 

(Or How Not to Improve Resource Consump¬ 
tion and Emissions Standards While Pretend¬ 
ing You Are. 

On December 19th of 2007, president Bush 
signed into law an energy bill raising the CAFE 
Standards. No, this law has nothing to do with the 


Starbucks on every street corner in your town. 
CAFE Standards stands for Corporate Average 
Fuel Economy Standards. What it does is dictate 
the number of miles per gallon that a commercially 
sold vehicle is required to get. The CAFE originat¬ 
ed during the energy crisis of the 70’s, and was 
the federal governments attempt at reducing fuel 
consumption. However, it has not changed very 
much in the last 30 years, and as we’ve all no¬ 
ticed, gas prices and fuel consumption have. The 
goal at the time the bill was passed (1975) was to 
raise the MPG to 27.5 by 1985, which it did. How¬ 
ever, it was subsequently lowered again, and was 
not raised back to 27.5 MPG until 1990, and has 
remained there ever since. 

The energy bill passed in 2007 will raise the 
CAFE Standards to 35 MPG, which auto makers 
are not required to meet until the year 2020. Now 
the noteworthy point here is NOT the fact that they 
finally got around to raising the standards, it is the 
ridiculously low level at which they set the bar. I 
mean seriously, only 35 MPG by 2020!! My Nissan 
is almost 10 years old, and it gets 32-33 MPG right 
now (on the highway). With the level of technology 
currently available, and the urgency of the current 
situation with climate change, not to mention the 
sky rocketing price of gasoline, this is a laughable 
farce. This is a tiny band-aid trying to cover up a 
giant bleeding head wound. The CAFE Standards 
are of vital importance for a plethora of reasons: 
At the time I’m writing this, crude oil prices have 
recently reached an all time high, breaking 127 
dollars a barrel, and by the time this goes to print 
it could very well have gone even higher. Gasoline 
is a finite natural resource; global use, along with 
price, is climbing ever higher, while the over all 
supply can only inexorably dwindle, and eventu¬ 
ally, run out. In the most recent data I could find, 
(2005) the total world wide oil production was at 
82,532,000 barrels/day, and the total world oil 
consumption was 83,607,000 barrels/day, which 
means we’re using more then is actually being 
produced. The US alone uses 20,687,000 bar¬ 
rels/day, 9,253,000 barrels of which are refined 
motor gasoline (388.6 million gallons/day!!) which 
constitutes a totally of 25% of the total petroleum 
produced world wide annually! Even the clean¬ 
est and most efficient vehicle on the market today 
still pollutes the air and otherwise damages the 
environment. Motor vehicles emit several noxious 
pollutants which vehicle emissions standards are 
designed to regulate. Easing our addiction to gas¬ 
oline would go along way toward reducing air pol¬ 
lution and helping to fight global climate change. 

So why is the US taking such small baby 
steps toward fixing this problem? Europe currently 
requires 40 MPG, and will soon push it up to 49 
MPG. Meanwhile, Japan is expected to reach 47 
MPG in it’s 2015 standard. Some of the same ma¬ 
jor car companies produce cars for those markets, 
as well as ours. So why did those car manufactur¬ 
ers fight tooth and nail to keep the standards down 
in the US, when they don’t seem to have a prob¬ 
lem meeting higher standards elsewhere? Toyota, 
who currently has the #1 selling hybrid car in the 
US, and claims to be the “greenest car company” 
joined with the major Detroit auto manufactures to 
try to keep the CAFE Standards from improving. 
All while sales of hybrid cars in the US are rising 
exponentially, but manufacturers continue to pro¬ 
duce a very limited supply, and that just doesn’t 


make sense. And to push the issue even further, 
if there is an obvious demand and the technology 
is readily available, and the benefits are so clear, 
then why continue to manufacture regular, non¬ 
hybrid cars at all? If they were really dedicated to 
helping the planet and the people, then we’d see a 
marked shift towards producing an all hybrid fleet, 
and investing money into furthering the technology 
to make it more dependable, and less expensive, 
so we could eliminate the need for fossil fuels al¬ 
together, instead of investing in ridicules “alterna¬ 
tive” fuels and additives like ethanol, which does 
more harm then good. So the focus is then shifted 
from the need to eliminate fossil fuels, to trying 
to improve them, to use slightly less, and cause 
them to emit a little less carbon. But ethanol and 
similar additives, take a large amount of energy to 
produce, and that energy comes mainly from coal 
burning power plants, so in combination with a lot 
of other factors that go into the production and 
transportation, you’re losing any net gain in car¬ 
bon emissions and pollution. Not to mention the 
ripple effects the newly booming bio-fuels industry 
has on food crops, farm subsidies, and the ever 
rising over-all cost of food, as well as many other 
aspects of the economy both here and abroad. In 
the end, it’s really just shifting the problems else 
where, and exacerbating the situation. I suppose 
that ethanol could be used as a transitional meth¬ 
od of eliminating our dependence on oil, but not 
under the current means of execution. 

On the same day the president signed the 
new energy bill into law, the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency refused to grant the state of California 
a waiver to implement tougher tailpipe emissions 
standards. California, along with 17 other states 
want these rules to help them fight global warm¬ 
ing. California has the most aggressive strategy 
of any state in the nation to curb climate change. 
The buttress is a plan to reduce tailpipe emissions 
by nearly a third by 2016, but the state needed 
the EPA’s approval to go ahead. This brings to 
mind some weird Twilight Zone’ world, where the 
agency trusted with protecting the environment, 
refuses to allow states to implement methods to 
protect the environment! The irony is delicious. 

Another example of setting the bar low 
enough to get over - there is currently a bill mak¬ 
ing the rounds in the Ohio legislature (the state in 
which I live) which will require power companies lo¬ 
cated within the state, to obtain 12.5 percent of the 
total power they supply, from renewable, “green” 
energy sources, such as wind, solar, etc, however, 
they have until the year 2025 to achieve this goal. 
This is a significant bill for a number of reasons, 
none of which are positive. First of all, Ohio is a 
leading consumer of energy, ranking somewhere 
between 4th and 6th, nationwide, depending on 
what year’s data you look at. Second, this law 
is one of the weakest of any state in the nation, 
because it enforces absolutely no penalties if the 
2025 deadline is not met, while giving 17 years to 
meet it. And come on, 12.5 percent? Is that really 
the best we can do? The bill would also require 
the same companies to obtain an additional 12.5 
percent of their total energy from “advanced tech¬ 
nologies” like “clean coal”, or new-design nuclear 
reactors. I don’t even feel the need to discuss why 
those are atrocious ideas. 

So the trend we’re seeing is that policy mak¬ 
ers are really not interested in helping the envi- 















ronment, the people, or the future, but merely in 
reinforcing the status quo. They want to put up a 
facade of improving our current trajectory, while 
not really moving us off course. It’s been shown 
time and time again that the free market cannot 
be trusted to further advance technologies that 
may not be financially beneficial to them ( such 
as clean, efficient, environmentally sound tech¬ 
nologies) on its own, as some right-wingers would 
have us believe. We need those in our govern¬ 
ment, who are in charge of passing legislation, 
to be more concerned with the well being of the 
people, and the future of our planet, and not the 
health and well being of the economy. The com¬ 
panies and industries that produce, and consume 
these resources, may have to take a financial hit 
in order to attain a more sustainable future. The 
technology exists to have more efficient engines, 
etc., but we haven’t passed the laws to force man¬ 
ufacturers to produce them. We continue to see 
industries and lawmakers pursuing an agenda to 
stymie the growth of green technology, rather then 
nurturing it. And suspending the gas tax, or drill¬ 
ing for oil in ANWR, are NOT real solutions to the 
problem. 

As we speed ever closer to the Mad Max, 
oil-less, post apocalyptic future I’ve always been 
obsessed with, I realize that it’s a lot scarier in re¬ 
ality, then it seemed in the movies. And although 
it’s always been my dream to cruise around in a 
V-8 Interceptor, I think I’ll be more likely to roam 
the wasteland in a Prius instead. 

End note: in the weeks it took me to research and 
finish writing and editing this column, I kept having 
to go back and change the part about the record 
high oil prices, because every week oil prices were 
reaching a new record high! How much higher will 
the price climb between the time I’m submitting 
this, and the time you’re reading it?

Dear PE, 

I sat in a workshop designed to look at how 
the new finance system my employer is buying is 
to be set up in respect of the team I manage when 
the consultant assigned to us said that one of the 
best things about the product was that it was “fu¬ 
ture proof. 

Now it’s not very often that management/con¬ 
sultant jargon doesn’t make me bristle with annoy¬ 
ance and cause a pool of distrust to bubble away 
in my stomach but for once I actually liked what I 
heard. So much so that it’s given me a lot to think 
about in the last few days - days when I’ve started 
Interferon treatment which requires me to inject 
myself with the drug three times a week. Given my 
intense fear of all needles unless they’re tattooing 
me is a big deal. Added to that, the nasty side ef¬ 
fects have caused me concern and wariness for a 
week since I was told I needed to do this. 

I digress. 

The explanation given was that with the 
modern environment which is constantly changing 
this system could be updated, adapted and would 
be longer lasting than previous systems. A marvel¬ 
lous idea and one which I would imagine comes 
with a premium price along with the knowledge of 
the company selling the product tying my employ¬ 
er in to a potentially longer working relationship. 

My mind was racing once I figured this whole 
premise out. How could the concept of being “fu¬ 
ture proof be applied to my life? Hell, why stop 
there, how does the concept apply to the world? 
There’s no point in thinking small! 

One of the things that have been going 
through my mind of late is the lack of music that 
excites me. I’m sure many of you who are still 
sticking with this meandering of my mind have en¬ 
countered it in your lives. As a young punk back 
in the early 1980’s it took a long time for me to 
be turned onto what was coming out from across 
the Atlantic. The DEAD KENNEDY’S was where 
I started and stopped for a long time. Through a 
new set of friends though my musical tastes were 
expanded hugely as bands were recommended to 
me or I sent off for albums having read reviews in 
MRR or Flipside. Remember, this was ‘back in the 


day’ before the internet when a review was often 
ail you had to go on. Even then my tastes were 
fairly narrow compared to what was actually on 
offer to me. Fast forward to 1998 and I was go¬ 
ing through a time when nothing was kicking me 
between the ears musically and I thought to my¬ 
self “have I heard everything I’ll ever like?” I took 
a gamble and bought AVAIL’S “Over The James” 
and low and behold, a new world was opened up 
to me. This slab of plastic (CD not vinyl) grabbed 
me by the shoulders, shook me, spun me round 
and glued a huge grin to my face - there was 
something else out there for me to get into. I pur¬ 
chased their back catalogue and took a walk in a 
new direction (for me). 

Last year was another one of disappoint¬ 
ment followed by revelation. Of the bands I knew 
and loved very little was being released to inter¬ 
est me - even the new BAD RELIGION album 
was sub-standard. However, something made 
me embrace the world of MySpace in a quest for 
something new. Part of it was reading through old 
copies of Flipside and MRR and thinking to myself 
“why didn’t that review interest me ten years ago?” 
and “can I find anything out about that band, are 
they still going or are they defunct?” MySpace is a 
blessing for finding out about bands, old and new, 
and actually hearing these bands without having 
to go through the process of traipsing to a bank, 
buying some $’s and posting them off hoping that 
one day (maybe months down the line) I’d receive 
an album to slip onto my turntable which eventu¬ 
ally turned out to be not to my taste. I started buy¬ 
ing second hand copies of CD’s of old bands and 
finding out that “yes, I like this now but am certain I 
wouldn’t have done so back in my younger days”. 
In addition to this I started listening to Al Quint’s 
Sonic Overload radio show which I downloaded 
each week as there seemed to be a wide variety 
of bands being featured. This led me onto seeking 
out some of the newer bands he played such as 
VICTIMS, PISSCHRIST, PEDESTRIANS and The 
RUNNAMUCKS to name a few. 

All of this then got me into ordering a copy of 
Profane Existence (no. 55) for the first time in my 
life. I’d been aware of the publication for many years 

- surely it was only for dirty, smelly crust punks? 

I shower daily, have few black clothes other than 
t-shirts and don’t have a dog on a piece of string 

- why would I ever have crossed over into that 
world?! (Please note the huge amount of sarcasm 
there - it doesn’t always come across in the writ¬ 
ten word!). Anyway, PE55 came with the free ‘sam¬ 
pler’ CD and my eyes were opened once again in 
a new direction. Having got sick of the punk policy 
employed by MRR many years ago I hadn’t bought 
a punk zine for a while but I think I’ve found myself 
some new reading matter which will lead me onto 
new listening matter. I’m already a convert to a num¬ 
ber of new bands (some of which are already dead 
and buried) like BALLAST and have a lengthening 
wants list thanks to 55 and 56. My biggest ‘find’ has 
been Middle Class Trash - they remind me of a mix 
of 1980’s snotty punk a la the ANGRY SAMOANS 
with a healthy dose of early SCREECHING WEA¬ 
SEL thrown into the mix. 

What I’m trying to get over, in an incredibly 
roundabout way, is that for me punk rock and the 
things that are associated with it - free thinking, 
questioning attitude, fun and friendship - will al¬ 
ways be future proofed. It evolves as I evolve; 












sometimes forward looking, sometimes with an 
eye and an ear to the past. I am hopeful for the 
future given the presence of punk on the world 
wide web (the easiest place for me to find out stuff 
unfortunately given work, being a busy husband 
and a father) and the people who produce things 
like Profane Existence, run record labels, put on 
gigs, etc. that punk in its various guises will always 
be here. Whether my two year old daughter will 
follow in her father’s footsteps I don’t know, but 
I will point her in the direction of a movement, a 
way of life, a way of thinking that could help her in 
whatever she chooses to do with her life. If I could 
future proof herihen I would be happy. 

There is one final area I would love to fu¬ 
ture proof - that is the planet we live on. I’m not 
sure that this is possible due to greed, a drive for 
more modernity, a ‘need’ to build new rather than 
renovate or restore and the constant spread of 
the Western way of thinking across the globe. We 
can all do our bit but we’re still often powerless to 
make the ‘big’ changes required. 

Thanks to all who’ve stayed with this until the 
end. One day I might learn to write more coherently.

Dear PE Folks: 

I am writing because I need help with a di¬ 
lemma. I live in a smallish city that has histori¬ 
cally been know as a conservative stronghold of 
Pennsylvania Lancaster. Yuppie art-scene gentri- 
fication and a Democrat as Mayor has changed 
that somewhat, but the activist scene is still small 
enough that it seems that there aren’t enough of 
us to go around. 

I lived in Philly for a while, and most of the 
radical and anti-authoritarian groups - Food Not 
Bombs, Books through Bars, ARA, etc. - had 
enough people to make their efforts sustainable. 
Newly forming groups had the task of getting 
space in folks’ schedules, folks who were already 
convinced the work was worthwhile. 

Here in Lancaster our fledgling Food Not 
Bombs has served once as of this letter. The Free 
Market has been redistributing unwanted stuff for 
about 12 months. Our organic urban community 
garden, Dig It, has a much larger lot this year and 
distributes low cost veggies on a regular basis as 
well as collecting compost from apartment dwell¬ 
ers. The IWW is one of the largest in the region 
per capita, and there is momentum building to get 
a group to do prisoner support. The problem is 
that the same core group of people is doing the 
lion’s share of work are in all these groups. 

Some of us are starting to get burnt out. I 
want all these groups to thrive and grow, but when 
it’s the same people giving up much of their free 
time, and picking up the slack on things that others 
have falsely committed to, it gets discouraging. 

Most of the time I feel like it’s not a matter of 
figuring out where the motivated folks are and get¬ 
ting them involved, but rather a matter of convinc¬ 
ing if not downright influencing and recruiting folks 
to get involved. If all I had to do was go find the 
malcontents, marginalized and downtrodden and 
tell them where and when meetings were happen¬ 
ing, and they showed up and got involved, 1 would 
be alright with that. But it feels like there is so 
much more to do in order to convince people that 
maybe getting fucked up, socializing and fucking 
are not the totality of worthwhile activities. 

Why don’t I just move somewhere cooler, 
you might ask. Reason 1: Younger folks who know 
something isn’t right with the way the world is or¬ 
ganized need understanding ears and hearts and 
minds to show them that life is still worth living and 
there is necessary work to be done to make posi¬ 
tive changes locally. Reason 2: The mainstream in 
small communities wants radicals to leave. Reason 
3: Any time a creative, motivated anarchist or punk 
leaves a small town for one of the countercultural 
meccas, they add the equivalent of a shot glass 
of water to an Olympic sized swimming pool when 
they get where they’re going. The place they leave, 
however, experiences the loss of a bucketful of wa¬ 
ter from an inflatable pool. 

So to get to the main reason why I’m writing: 

I would really like to hear from small town punks, 
organizers, radicals and activists who would like to 
share strategies about how to get and keep more 
people involved in community projects like those 
I’ve mentioned above. What sustains you? What 
keeps you in lesser known locales where, it seems 
to me, this work is almost more crucial than in ma¬ 
jor cities? I will write back to all respondents. I am 
sending this letter to multiple forums.

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went to get the two prisoners from their cells, and 
were again met with resistance. Inmates from the 
other cells, who could see what was happening, 
threw things at the guards. One guard was hit 
with a shard of glass. The prisoner who threw the 
glass was removed from his cell and taken to a 
different holding area. The next morning some of 
the prisoners refused to go to breakfast until the 
glass throwing prisoner was released. During the 
commotion the prisoner was freed, and in a short 
amount of time a large number of prisoners had 
taken over the whole prison and held forty guards 
as hostages. 

In the four days the prisoners held their 
encampment, there was remarkable order 
amongst them. They invited doctors, citizen 
observers, and reporters into the prison to 
validate that the hostages were okay and to 
broadcast the events as they unfolded. The 
New York Times columnist Tom Wicker noted, 
“The racial harmony that prevailed among the 
prisoners—it was absolutely astonishing... That 
prison yard was the first place I have ever seen 
where there was no racism.” Another prisoner 
who was there later commented, “I never thought 
whites could really get it on.... But I can’t tell you 
what the yard was like, I actually cried it was so 
close, everyone so together.” 

The prisoners had a list of demands that 
they wanted met before releasing the hostages 
and returning the authority of the prison. They 
wanted better wages, religious and political 
freedom, no censorship of reading material, 
the ability to take a shower more than once a 
week, better medical care, more programs for 
rehabilitation and education and immunity from 
prosecution and beatings after they surrendered 
(among other things). In a statement released 
to the public, the prisoners condemned the 
“..unmitigated oppression wrought by the racist 
administrative network of this prison throughout 
the year,” and the “ruthless brutalization and 
disregard for the lives of the prisoners here and 
throughout the United States.” They requested a 
meeting with Nelson Rockefeller, the Governor of 
New York, who had taken a hard stance against 
crime and political dissent, but he refused. For 
four days lawyers, civil rights activists, family 
members, local politicians, the head of the 
Department of Corrections Russel Oswald 
and others were working with the prisoners 
trying to negotiate. Oswald agreed to most of 
the prisoners’ demands except immunity from 
prosecution and repercussions of the strike. On 
this point the prisoners would not budge. 

On the morning of September 13th, Gov. 
Rockefeller ordered a military attack on the prison. 
State troopers dropped tear gas into the prison 
yard, and for the next nine minutes 500 of them 
indiscriminately fired a total of 2,200 shots, killing 
twenty nine prisoners, ten hostages and leaving 
close to ninety wounded. The prisoners who were 
wounded did not get immediate medical attention, 
and in the aftermath of the assault the prison 
guards unleashed attacks against the prisoners, 


its authority. There were many people in prisons 
during those times for political reasons or those 
who were there as a result of plea bargaining (as 
there are today). Prisons were, as former political 
prisoner Dhoruba bin Wahad states, “...In the 
early 70s were universities where many brothers 
and sisters studied and learned self-discipline 
and principles. In many ways, it was a.cockpit for 
revolutionary development of one’s character.” 
Attica was no different. In a prison built to house 
1,200, in September of 1971, there were 2,225 
inmates living there, over half were Black and 
almost all the guards were White. Many of the 
prisoners at Attica were organized and politically 
conscious individuals. They were educated and 
would not stand for being treated as less than 
human. Before the initial uprising took place, 
many other smaller protests were staged. In 
1970, hundreds of inmates staged a strike due to 
low prison wages (about 30 cents a day) and the 
high cost of commissary items. They filed formal 
complaints about overcrowding and a number 
of them filed petitions in federal court accusing 
prison guards of beating them, of censoring Black 
publications and treating members of the Nation 
of Islam with needless cruelty. Tension was 
mounting and the unrest was growing amongst 
many prisoners who were demanding the right to 
be treated like human beings. 

It was a few minor events that sparked an 
uprising that would go down in US history as 
having the most brutal backlash by the state. A 
couple of prisoners were messing around out on 
the yard one day and some guards went over to 
break up what they said was a fight. A multitude 
of prisoners surrounded the guards and were 
shouting at them to let the men go. The guards 
acquiesced at the time, but later that night they

Whenever there is an uprising, there is almost 
always a reason for it. Conditions get to a point 
where they are no longer bearable, and out of 
desperation, people take desperate measures. 
The Attica uprising had all the ingredients for 
prisoners to get pushed over the edge and use 
the only other means they knew how to get their 
point across. 

The climate of prisons in the late ‘60s apd 
early 70s was very different than it is today. In the 
time period of the Attica uprising, COINTELPRO 
was at its height, the Kent state and Jackson state 
shootings had happened, a number of members 
of the Black Panther party had been assassinated 
including George Jackson, MLK and Malcolm X, 
and JFK had been assassinated. The state was 
on an all out war with anyone who challenged 















torturing and beating them to their hearts content. 

It was reported to the media that the reason 
for the attacks occurred because the prisoners 
had slit the throats of a number of their hostages. 
This claim was easily refuted after the autopsies 
revealed that the hostages who died were 
murdered by state troopers’ bullets. The state 
played it off as though the prisoners had homemade 
guns, and this claim was also refuted. A year later 
a committee was set up to investigate the attack 
against the prisoners which found the operation 
to be ill-conceived, poorly executed and probably 
unnecessary, and that Governor Rockefeller 
failed in his responsibilities by not being at the 
scene. According to Rockefeller, the troopers did 
a “superb job” and there was nothing wrong with 
the fact that the massacre of the prisoners was 
the bloodiest attack the US government had on 
its citizens since the days of the civil war. But in 
his world all was “superb”. He gained favor among 
conservative Republicans for his “tough stance” 
on revolutionaries, and was later appointed Vice 
President by Gerald Ford from 1974-1977. 

No one was ever charged for the crimes 
committed against the prisoners or the hostages. 
However in 2003, the class action suit “Akil 
AlJundi vs. Nelson Rockefeller” filed on behalf 
of 1,281 inmates who took part in the uprising, 
was finally won. It was the largest settlement for 
prison litigants in United States history. Dedicated 
attorneys had been working on the case since 
1974 which went through a number of appeals, 
retrials, and hold-ups until the court finally granted 
the injured prisoners and their families justice. 
Eight million dollars was awarded to hundreds 
of the surviving prisoners, and about four million 
dollars to the attorneys who worked on the case 


pro bono. One guard who was held hostage and 
injured in the attack noted, “I don’t know any other 
employer who could murder their employees and 
get away with it, except the government.” Former 
prisoner and rebellion participant George Nieves, 
is still awaiting justice and said, “One thing that 
was never acknowledged: the murders that were 
committed by the state. I’m still waiting for the 
state to go to jail!” 

Theconditionsthatcaused the uprising atAttica 
in the 70s still persist today. Overcrowded prisons, 
lack of programs and resources for prisoners, rising 
commissary prices, low wages, poor food quality, 
political censorship and the targeting of Muslims 


and other “politically dangerous” people. In the 
early 70s the number of people incarcerated in the 
US was approximately 300,000 people. Today that 
number has skyrocketed to 2.3 million people, with 
approximately half of those people incarcerated due 
to the war on drugs. In early 2000 a petition was 
submitted to the United Nations accusing the US 
of unlawfully conducting its war on drugs. It is “not 
a war on plants or chemicals, but on citizens and 
other human beings who all too often are members 
of racial and ethnic minorities.” 

Prisoners still stage strikes and acts of 
rebellion, but the climate is not near what it was 
in the late ‘60s and early 70s. Prisons are no 
longer ‘universities” where prisoners become 
educated, self-disciplined and principled. Rather 
they are cages where human beings sit around 
and watch TV or read the latest pulp fiction 
book only to be released back into society with 
more knowledge on how to be better criminals. 
Working with prisoners and giving them good 
quality materials to read so that they can educate 
and better themselves is one of the functions of 
the Anarchist Black Cross. Support your local 
ABC today or start your own.

Neveda Anarchist Black Cross Prison Chapter 

This essay was written for a prison zine with the 
intention of reaching other prisoners. 

In the atrocious conditions of “solitary 
enslavement”, the need for resistance is as 
significant as the-need to breathe. To surrender to 
such madness would be equivalent to committing 
mental suicide. It is important we keep our minds 
sharp like knives, because our minds are our 
most effective weapons and whether you realize it 
or not, the oppressors are working to nullify your 
senses and your mind through the subtle means of 
psychological warfare. 

Only people who are evil, immoral and 
corrupt use psychology to manipulate, control and 
oppress. For those who don’t know, psychology is 
the science of mind and behavior. Some study this 
particular science to get to the root of why certain 
people do what they do and act the way they act, 
so they can find ways to treat, heal, help and cure. 
Others study this science of mind because they 
have dubious intentions like manipulation and mind 
control. 

So you see it’s all a mind game. We’ve got the 
captors playing their little mind games on us, and 
what’s worse is we even have prisoners playing 
mind games on other prisoners. I guess because 
they got us living in cages like animals, some of us 
have the idea that it’s okay to behave like animals. 
The truth is this is a foul place that we’re living in, 
and the need for resistance should be evident. 

What is resistance? Resistance is overcoming 
the negative and destructive aspects of the prison 
environment. Resistance is living by a healthy, 
productive, and honest set of standards. Resistance 
is becoming wiser when people want to see you 
fail, resistance is becoming stronger when people 
try to make you weak. Resistance is knowing; its 
breathing; resistance is “being”. 

Resistance has everything to do with the way 
you do your time. Some people choose to do their 
time by standing at their doors talking all day, usually 
about insignificant bullshit. Some people choose to 
pass their time by sitting in their cells “fantasizing” 
all day. If that’s how certain people choose to use 
their time then that’s on them. But don’t complain 
about how fucked up your life is, and don’t cry 
about your living conditions when you aren’t doing 
anything productive or positive to uplift yourself or 
to make things better where you are at. 

If you don’t know in these control units, 
supermax prisons and maximum security prisons, 
these pickle-suits and oppressors are really trying to 
knock us off and bury us alive in these graveyards, 
and they’ve got plenty of strategies on how to 
achieve this. Painstakingly a lot of us prisoners are 
operating as pawns in their game and don’t even 
realize it. A lot of people in here have dedicated 
themselves to study and you’d think that’s good, but 
sadly I’ve seen a lot of prisoners studying books on 
strategy, power, and warfare only so that they can 
use those strategies on other prisoners thinking 
that’s what they have to do to get by in here, or 


to get ahead. Just as our oppressors abuse their 
power, a lot of us abuse knowledge in the same 
way, and this is a tragedy. 

It is definitely important and necessary to 
acquire a sense of strategy. This is an imperative 
tool towards achieving resistance, but first we must 
come to realize who our true enemy is. Is it the guy 
who is locked in a cell all day, just like you , going 
through the same shit you’re going through? Or is it 
people who keep you under the gun, the ones who 
have you locked in that cage, encouraging you to 
fight your own kind? The ones who are getting rich 
off of your suffering? 

Study is an important form of resistance, just 
like exercise, because it prepares you mentally, as 
exercise prepares you physically. To me, studying 
is more than just reading a book; its reading 
everyday and studying what you’ve read, its taking 
notes of what you’ve read and memorizing those 
notes. It’s writing about what you read, in the form 
of book reports, critiques, book summaries, chapter 
summaries, essays, articles, papers, etc... Those 
who are serious about their studies shouldn’t have 
problems with taking notes and writing reports 
about what they’ve read. Knowledge is no good if 
you don’t put it to it’s respective use, and one of the 
most effective ways of putting your knowledge to 
use, in my opinion, is by putting it in writing. When 
you write to educate, motivate, or inspire you are 
demonstrating a form of resistance. 

Not only is study an important means of 
resistance, but its important for many reasons. 
Those who want to get their lives right must first get 
their minds right. What better way to do that than 
through study. There are all kinds of things a prisoner 
can study, if you want to accumulate knowledge 
on all kinds of things, then study-up on whatever 
materials you can get your hands on. If you want to 
learn about a particular thing, then pick a subject, 
take at least six months to a year to master that 
subject, then move on to another subject. This isn’t 
easy, it usually takes outside support to acquire the 
necessary books and materials, you can’t expect 
the prisoncrats to provide you with these materials, 
so its important to maintain a solid connection 
with people on the outside, let them know your 
sincere about your intentions to learn and grow 
while in prison and I’m sure they’ll help you if they 
can. Also, when you’re done with the books and 
materials, after you’ve gotten all you could out of 
them, its always a good thing to pass them on to 
other prisoners--who you know will put them to 
their rightful use--because good materials are hard 
to come by in these graveyards. Study is important 
for many reasons, this is a good place to do it, take 
advantage of your time, and use it wisely. 

Resistance is critical when you’re living in 
critical situations. By practicing solidarity and 
acknowledging the need for unity, you are enforcing 
resistance. It is the design of the system to keep 
us divided, powerless and suppressed, and when 
we go against that design by coming together as 
a united prisoner class, we are then practicing the 
ultimate form of resistance. 

Communication and socialization are also key 
factors to consider, especially if the conversations 



you are having are productive and uplifting. Keep in 
mind, not only are your captors out to deprive you 
of your senses, but these solitary confinement cells 
are also designed to deprive you of your ability to be 
social and to socialize. To be able to socialize is an 
important element in being human. I’ve had some 
good conversations with some of my fellow convicts 
that inspired me to sit down and write an essay. You 
don’t always have to be the guy in the conversation 
who is always trying to instruct or teach, there’s a lot 
of people in here who have interesting stories and 
insights. Sometimes it’s good to just sit back and 
listen. Its always a beautiful thing to see convicts 
working together, striving towards the same end 
and helping each other along the way while igniting 
a fire in the hearts and minds of others. Try not to 
forget that we are all under the same gun. 

Resistance is uplifting you and others, 
resistance is survivalism, resistance is preparation. 
The need for resistance is the same as the need for 
food and water. It provides sustenance and brings 
life to a world where there isn’t any life. They’ve got 
us living real foul in these graveyards, going against 
our own kind, surrounded by psych-patients and 
weirdos, no real medical care, no programs for 
prisoners, and now here at Ely State Prison, they 
are forcing prisoners to cell-up with someone. The 
food is foul and the rules are designed to belittle 
and sometimes even dehumanize us. Even the 
water we drink and the air we breathe, its all foul. If 
these aren’t good enough reasons to resist, then I 
don’t know what is. 

If you know what it is this system is doing to 
you, then you should understand the importance of 
resistance. They got us living like animals because 
they want us to believe that we are animals. The 
more barbaric we act the more the door opens for 
them to come in and strip us of all our privileges 
and rights. Then they can build more locked down 
units, bring in more beds, build more prisons and 
make more money off of us while we suffer. These 
people aren’t trying to do anything to help us or do 
anything good for us. Regardless of what they want 
us to think, we are human. We are in this together. 
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We are all going to suffer together so why not resist 
together? 

We must stay true to ourselves and disregard 
that which is not true. Remember, what comes from 
the heart reaches the heart! Whatever you do, let 
your intentions be pure and from the heart. Don’t 
get caught up in the evil and the madness that 
surrounds you. Don’t let it consume you, but rather 
strive to rise above it. Do something with your 
time, make something of your life. They want us to 
believe that “no matter what” we are destined to fail, 
that “no matter what” our lives will never amount to 
anything. That’s true if you believe it. The times we 
are living in, the situations we are faced with, and 
the things that are happening are very critical right 
now. You won’t accept another prisoner calling you 
a punk, but you’ll accept the administration treating 
you like a punk? This shit is crazy; it’s time we 
collaborate, its time we resist.

These two hyperverbal poems/raps were inspired by true incidents I encountered in county jail and 
later in prison as a CM inmate. I was beaten then stripped of my clothing and placed in an isolated cell 
that was so cold I could literally see my breath. The only way to get my clothes back and solid food 
was to agree with the psych doc that I needed psychotropic medication since the guards said I was 
a troubled inmate. I was glad to be shot in the hip with an Ativan and Haldol cocktail so I’d pass out 
and not feel the pain from the beating or the cold (after the wounds healed, I didn’t want the drugs). 
Needless to say, they put me in General Population but in a single room by myself with a slide lock 
door which didn’t open but only for a shower. I was kept doped-up, incapacitated physically and 
mentally to the point that I couldn’t walk into the courtroom on my own strength. I had no coordination, 
no balance, no clear speech. The judge court-ordered the correctional facility to give me immediate 
medical attention. With this, I was able to get out of the lobotomy trap I was stuck in. I went through 
withdrawls from the meds and it took a couple months to get back to normal with my mental clarity and 
thought process. I first thought I was permanently disabled from the meds and here I am without family 
to help keep track of me and my health. You see, if they know you don’t have anyone outside to call 
them on their actions you become fair game for all kinds of physical and psychological abuse.

Mason was arrested by federa I agents in the latesfUSve of Green scare crackdowns . 
Marie has been harassed (she has been raided by federal agents in the past) byi 
the FBI for over a year, repeatedly refusing their requests to discuss Midwest ELF-% 
actions. She was released on a 75,000 unsecured bond to serve in house arrest un¬ 
til her trial. Answering questions about the arrest are members of Marie’s support 
group Got Yer Back: Steve, Jana and Drew. 


PE: What is the crime Marie is being charged 
with? 

Steve: She has been indicted on three counts 
of arson and one count of conspiracy to commit 
arson relating to Earth Liberation Front actions 
involving the torching of a logging truck and a 
Michigan State University genetic engineering 
research facility. Though no one was injured in 
either act the government is seeking a terrorist 
enhancement for both arsons basically claim¬ 
ing these acts of property destruction are on the 
same level as the Oklahoma City Federal build¬ 
ing bombing or 9/11. 

PE: Why are they now bringing this up if it 
happened over 10 years ago? 

Jana: We can only speculate why now the state 
is bringing these charges. Right now there is a 
big focus on environmental defense type cases. 
Marie was arrested just days after Briana Waters 
(fellow green scare defendant) was found guilty. 
Also we have now found out about a snitch in 
the case Frank Ambrose. It has been confirmed 
that he began cooperating with the state on April 
10 2007. We can only assume that this played a 
major role in the state feeling more comfortable 
with their case against Marie and the two other 
co-defendants. However Marie has been dealing 
with harassment from the feds for years. They 
have made calls and showed up to her places of 
employment causing her to lose quite a few jobs, 
writing threatening letters, showing up at places 
she’s lived, and hassling other people in com¬ 
munities shes lived in about her. 

Steve: As Jana mentioned, unbeknown to us at 
the time, we’ve found out through court docu¬ 
ments that one of her co defendants Frank Am¬ 
brose had been an active police informant for 
over a year. We also confirmed through court 
documents that Ambrose was collecting informa¬ 
tion for the FBI not on just alleged underground 
acts but above-ground groups and campaigns. 
Specifically the anti 1-69 super highway cam¬ 
paign in Indiana and Cincinnati Earth First! Its 
unnerving but unfortunately not surprising to look 
back and realize you spent time with someone 
who turned out to be a police informant. Am¬ 
brose’s plea agreement states he has provided 
the state with info on 15 unknown individuals al¬ 
legedly involved in Earth and Animal Liberation 
Front actions over the past decade. Anyone that 
knew Ambrose and was involved in any type of 
activism should consider themselves a poten- 


his own ass. 

PE: How did her arrest go down? 

Jana: On March 10,2008 I received a phone call 
at about 11:30am from Marie saying that she was 
being arrested and to get to her house as fast as 
I could to get her daughter who was still at home 
sleeping. Marie was on her way to work and 
they pulled her over and arrested her right at the 
end of her street. About an hour later I received 
a call from Agent Shearer of the FBI claiming to 
be passing along info from Marie and asking me 
questions on her behalf (which of course was 
completely false). It once again was a reminder 
of how the Feds will lie and do anything they can 
to get people to talk. 

Steve: I got a call that Marie was being arrested 
and to go pick up her daughter. I arrived there 
with two friends and the place was already 
swarming with Homeland Security agents, FBI, 
and local police. I identified myself, showed the 
closest agent my drivers license, and informed 
them that I was there to pick up Marie’s daughter. 
After refusing to answer any questions unrelated 
to my identification and refusing to turn over a 
disposable camera I was taking pictures with, the 
situation escalated and resulted in me being held 
at gun point and all three of us searched and de¬ 
tained. At the time I was completely freaked out 
but on reflection it was quite comical to have this 
little 5’5 - 5’6 FBI agent jumping up and down try¬ 
ing to snatch my camera. At 6’2 my natural reac¬ 
tion was just to hold it over my head and tell him 
not to touch me. That’s when his buddy pulled a 
gun on me. They claimed my refusal to answer 
their questions was justification for them not to 
release Marie’s daughter into my custody. 
Fortunately her father showed up not to long after 
and was able to get her out of there. We stuck 
around and observed their actions until they 
left. During which time I saw no less than 3 FBI 
agents step in Great Dane sized piles of dog shit. 
If I had believed in a higher power I would say 
that was proof. 

PE: What were the events leading up to her 
arrest? 

Drew: Marie has faced harassment from the 
state for years. As far as events specifically relat¬ 
ed to her arrest, or events that can easily be as¬ 
sociated with it, one comes to mind immediately. 
On February 7th, around 11:30 at night Marie’s 
daughter discovered a plainclothes police officer 


The same officer and 
another uniformed officer were later seen trying 
to enter the house without knocking. When they 
were confronted they said they made up a new 
story about checking to see if a catalytic convert¬ 
er had been stolen, that that was why they were 
under the car. Marie checked the car and found 
the tracker. Moments later, a pickup truck sped 
over the curb and 4 to 5 plainclothes officers 
emerged with guns drawn and ordered her and 
her daughter and another friend to the ground. 
The police took the GPS tracker and proceeded 
to interrogate and intimidate them for some time. 
More police showed up shortly after. She was 
able to make a short call to friends before they 
literally wrestled the phone from her. When we 
arrived the police had left claiming they were go¬ 
ing to secure a warrant after being denied con¬ 
sent to search the house. After we arrived, the 
plainclothes police came back and after squeal¬ 
ing out in front of her house they stopped to allow 
a passenger to jump out and run into the back 
yard to places unknown. They were not seen 
or heard from for the rest of the night. That was 
probably the most intense event leading right up 
to her arrest. 

PE: Give us a little background on Marie’s life, 
who she is, her history. 

Steve: I think one of the reasons so many have 
come to Marie’s aid is because she’s been so ac¬ 
tive on such a wide range of issues. She’s a sea¬ 
soned environmentalist involved with Earth First! 
For over a decade, an active Wobblie (Industrial 
Workers of the World or IWW), she’s organized 
Food Not Bombs, she’s worked on poverty is¬ 
sues in the communities she’s been apart of and 
worked on prison abolition and political prisoner 
issues. One of the things that’s always impressed 
me about her is that she’s able to take alot of 
individual issues and show how they are all inter¬ 
connected, bringing folks together who normally 
wouldn’t associate with one another. Marie is one 
hell of an agitator who has a strong understand¬ 
ing of the word Solidarity. The example she set 
has definitely rubbed off on us. 

PE: How do you all know Marie and why have 
you chosen to be her support crew? 

Jana: Got Your Back is made up of folx from The 
Books 4 Prisoners Crew here in Cincinnati. Marie 
was part of the Crew. Marie was also our friend, 
she was one my favorite drinking buddies. Ev¬ 
eryone out there whenever you take a drink of 
Jameson’s Whiskey pour a little out and think 
about Marie. So when it came to her needing us 
there was never a question! A few of us had been 
doing prisoner support work for awhile, so Marie 
had actually come to us before she was arrested 
when she was catching some heat from the state 
and we told her then “we got your back” --and 
that’s where our name came from.

Jana: The FBI and just cops in general are the 
shadiest, most fucked up individuals around 
so I’m defiantly not surprised by the way they 
handled her case. The one thing you can always 
count on in life is that cops will be cops and the 
state will be the state in all their fucked up glory. 


Steve: I think former Political Prisoner and 
George Jackson Brigade member Rita Bo Brown 
said it best : “If you don’t support your prison¬ 
ers then what the fuck are you about?” I honestly 
believe inside every prisoner is a potential rebel. 
We saw this in the 60s and 70s where solid con¬ 
sistent support and solidarity from the outside 
helped entire prison populations become radi¬ 
calized. Realistically though, folks need to un¬ 
derstand that if your involved in any real change 
then the state is going to come down on you with 
everything its got. Legal and illegal are irrelevant 
to those who make the laws. I think the SHAC 7 
case is a perfect example of that. 


PE: How has taking on this role of her sup 
port crew affected your lives? 


Steve: Take the old AUS-ROTTEN song ATF and 
replace every time they say ATF with FBI and that 
sums up perfectly how I feel about the FBI. 


Drew: There is no question that doing this work is 
at times confusing, stressful, and very time con¬ 
suming. That is something you just have to learn 
to live with. More importantly, doing this work has 
taught me a lot about myself and more about my 
peers. Even as people around me burn out or 
give up or fail to really step up, I see some who 
show real dedication and responsibility. It has 
showed me that even with a relatively small crew 
of folks, you can get a lot done if people are hon¬ 
est with each other and themselves about what 
they can and will do. Additionally, this whole situ¬ 
ation has once again driven home the brutality 
and grotesque nature of the state.

Drew: Hmmm...Where to start - Cops and pris¬ 
ons do not exist in a vacuum. They are tools of 
survival of the state and its supporters. They are 
here to scare people into abandoning agency in 
their own lives and to punish, isolate, and de¬ 
grade people who reclaim that agency. Prisoner 
support is the primary way we can 
fight both of those attacks. If there 
are networks of support for pris- 
oners, folks are less likely to be UhHUU 
intimidated by confrontations with 
the state. It is also the only way we 
can interfere with the State’s pro- 
grams of segregation and torture.

PE: What is the status of Marie now? She’s 
on house arrest? Why can’t she be in Cincin¬ 
nati? 


Drew: She is currently on house arrest in the 
Western District of Michigan. The reasons given 
by the state as to why she is not permitted to re¬ 
turn to Cincinnati are twofold. Firstly, she has no 
substantial property interests in Cincinnati (be¬ 
cause she rents her home). Secondly, the State 
argued at arraignment that her interests in be¬ 
ing in Cincinnati (keeping her job, being with her 
daughter) were simply unimportant compared 
to the government’s interest in prosecuting her. 
Both arguments, in my opinion, are characteristi¬ 
cally irrational. 


Jana: Prisoner support to me is 
personal. I’m out here and they’re 
in there and I’m damn lucky to still 
be out on the street and able to do 
the work. So it’s my obligation to 
support those who get caught up 
in this system. 




PE: What about her daughter? 
How is she holding up? 


PE: How has the radical community in Cincin¬ 
nati and elsewhere reacted to this most recent 
squeeze? 


Jana: Marie’s daughter is holding 
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FIFTEEN DAYS 


“No, I don’t think you’re crazy. 
Sometimes you have perfectly 
normal people, and if you put them 
in crazy situations, then, yeah, they 
may seem crazy. But what they’re 
doing is what they have to do. 
They’re not crazy, their world is. 
They’re just surviving in it...” 

The prison psychiatrist gave 
me that explanation through the 
plexi-glass window of the suicide 
cell’s metal sliding door. I stood on 
the other side naked except for an 
oversized flak jacket that served 
as my bedding and my clothing. 
The entire contents of the cell 
consisted of a steel toilet and sink 
| combination, a green vinyl bench 
that took up the middle of the cell 
floor, and a fluorescent light above 
the sink that glowed incessantly, 
twenty-four hours a day. 

Oh yeah, and the puddles 
of brown piss, dried and crusted, 
baked on the floor. The piss would 
remain there for the entire fifteen 
days, a constant companion, as I 
set the record for consecutive days 
in the suicide cell without breaking. 

No soap, no toothpaste, no 
underwear or shoes. No paper or 
pencil. Just a flak jacket, a toilet, a 
bench, a light, and a puddle of piss. 

My unpardonable 

transgression that warranted such 
severe treatment was a letter I wrote 
to Central Office complaining about 
the operation of Toiletto Corrputional 
Institution (Toledo Correctional 
Institution). Shortly there-after, 
Warden Kelleh Konteh came to my 
cell routinely, almost daily, for about 
two weeks. If you would ask him if 
he was harassing me or trying to 
get other prisoners to be 
suspicious of me or 
make them 
resent 



me for bringing 
the attention of the 
warden into the block, 
he would likely shrug 
and feign stupidity 
and say he was just 
checking up on me everyday. 

But he’s far from stupid. He’s incredibly 
shrewd. 

After a couple of weeks of stops at my 
cell to ask if I had any problems (and then not 
addressing any of them), his crew of Nazis came 
to take me away. I saw it coming. I predicted it 
in a letter to Regional Director Toni Brooks that I 
mailed only days before the event went down. 

This was my first time getting carried to 
the hole at Toiletto. They had no way to know 
that I routinely refuse to participate in my own 
repression and that I lay on the floor. So, on this 
occasion, they attempted the Rough Treatment 
as a deterrent, as if I wouldn’t lay down the next 
time, and the next and the next... 

After my head collided with every metal 
surface between my cell and the hole, I arrived 
unconscious in segregation. They cut off my 
clothes with an exacto knife and left me lying there 
naked on a cell floor. After three or four days of 
laying in my own piss, generally unresponsive, a 
nurse saw me flopping like a fish. Turns out Gran 
Mol seizures are symptomatic of dehydration -- 
the kind you might experience if left laying around 
without food or water for 4 days. 

I arrived at St. Vincent’s Hospital in Toiletto, 
covered in bruises and bed sores. When I became 
lucid, I told the doctor what had happened to me. 
They juiced me up with a bottle of intravenous 
solution and compassionately sent me back to 
the concentration camp. I returned to the suicide 
cell and the puddle of piss. 

They had to teach me my place, you know. 

At first, the smell of it mixed with the stench 
of my own body odor overwhelmed me, but 
over time, it became the relative norm. I grew 
accustom to living with nothing. I refused my 
meals for several more days, probably taking my 
body back to the brink of seizures, as a matter of 
resistance. 

This act, however symbolic, gave me 
purpose and drive as I defied the enemy. It 
kept me sane. By refusing my meals, I told my 
enemy that I had not broken. Far from it, I could 
withstand every hardship they heaped upon 
me, and even hardships they could not. By day 
eight in the suicide cell with no food, the prison 
had violated its own protocols, its own rules 
regarding harsh confinement and deprivation, 
and the constitutional prohibitions against cruel 
and unusual punishment. If I was a dog, several 
state agencies would have investigated what the 
enemy did to me and, very likely, people would 
have lost their jobs. Unfortunately, I was only a 
human being, living in unchartered territory after 
eight days without breaking. 

On the eigth day, I received a response 
from Regional Director Toni Brooks. 
Remember, before I ever went to 
the hole, before the Nazis 


came and took me away, I wrote to her and 
predicted what was going to transpire. I told 
her I was going to be tossed in the hole as a 
matter of retaliation, as a matter of the warden 
teaching me my place; I told her I would likely 
get beaten up when I refused to walk, and I may 
even be hospitalized. I told her I would be held 
incommunicado, I told her there would be no 
legitimate justification for this treatment. 

There I stood, eight days in the suicide cell, 
holding Regional Director Toni Brook’s response. 
This time, there would be an investigation. This 
time, the prison system would make someone 
answer for what they had done. 

She wrote that she had called the institution. 
They denied they were engaged in retaliation. 
The reason for placing me in segregation would 
be revealed to me shortly. 

That’s it. 

Her mindless and incomprehensible 
response represents the kind of foolishness 
and inhuman apathy required of the lackeys 
who maintain this cold, cruel system of modern 
slavery and bondage, who sell their souls for 
decent retirement benefits and a mediocre dental 
plan. If no one among their corrupt cohorts admits 
their own criminal brutality, then it didn’t happen. 
All insurmountable evidence to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

I stood virtually naked in a puddle of piss, 
reading a letter that told me I wasn’t experiencing 
what I was experiencing. (I later wrote Toni back 
and told her that, since she believes whatever 
anyone tells her, I would give it a try. I told 
her that I was the King of Denmark and had 
diplomatic immunity in her country. I wanted 
her to release me and drive me to the airport. I 
closed all subsequent letters “In allegiance to the 
Danish Crown. Long live me, Sean Swain, King 
of Denmark.” Strange she never wrote back). 

Day by day, I paced the floor and chanted, 
as if on a death march, “Mejor morir en pie que 
vivir en rodillas ” (Better to die on your feet than 
live on your knees). Sometimes, I would reach 
out to each person to whom my life is inextricably 
linked and I would visualize them, and I would 
remind myself that as I endured each element of 
that insidious mind war, each of them was with 
me. They represented my reason to continue. I 
fought the enemy so the world would ultimately 
be better for all of them. 

At some point in the pacing and chanting 
and contemplation and hunger, I came to the 
realization that on a very tangible and concrete 
level, I was everyone. I was humanity, enduring 
oppression, enduring suffering. I was part of 
a larger body, a body that was everywhere, 
surviving the same thing. And I contemplated the 
enemy. 

They had subjected me to deprivations that 
would break them. They had employed cruelties 
that would destroy them. But day after day, I did 
not break. Instead, I grew stronger. 

So often, our concept of what the enemy 
can inflict upon us—and what that will do to us 
truly exceeds our enemy’s actual abilities. We 
overestimate him, and we underestimate our own

capacity to survive. We fear the bully 
and give him our lunch money day after 
day, certain that the punch in the nose 
would be far more painful than anything 
we can bear. But then, one day, the bully 
takes our lunch money and punches us 
in the nose anyway, and we suddenly 
realize that the punch in the nose is not 
so bad—not as bad as the humiliation 
of the empty pockets and the grumbling 
stomach from missing lunch. 

I contemplated that I had endured 
the enemy’s worst. He could never 
again take my lunch money. I was free. 

I also saw how weak and 
cowardly the enemy really was. Mere 
deprivations of property and comfort 
would have dropped him to his knees, 
crumpled and crawling and crippled. 
He was addicted to his stuff, whereas, 
through the course of my oppression, I 
had come to learn to live without stuff. 
My enemy had attempted to destroy me 
but instead had given me a dangerous 
glimpse into my own capacity for 
absolute freedom—freedom from 
possession. 

I knew the enemy far better than 
the enemy knew me. 

After fifteen days they gave up. 
They released me from the suicide 
cell and from segregation and back up 
to population. The oppressors would 
resign themselves to other tactics in 
order to destroy me. 

Ironic, but the enemy’s repressive 
treatment of me made me impossible 
for him to contain: He had pushed 
me beyond his own reach when he 
forced me to survive his torture. I had 
transcended fear, the most valuable 
tool the enemy uses to control captives. 

I no longer fear anything they can do to 
me. In fact, I no longer fear death, no 
more than I fear changing my shoes. 

Still, the ultimate irony of ironies 
lies in the suicide cell’s true purpose 
opposed to the justification for its use 
that the prison slave complex fabricates 
for public consumption. While smiling, 
the suits of the Department of Retribution 
and Corruption recite the same old tired 
lie that suicide cells exist to protect 
prisoners from killing themselves, and 
while the power whores wink and nod 
and look the other way, these same 
fascist thugs commit crimes against 
humanity, placing political prisoners into 
suicide cells, not to prevent them from 
killing themselves, but in the intention 
of driving us to it. 

And these people are rehabilitating

Until then, I have to 
finish my prison sentence and attend a rehabilitation 
center. I’ll be in Tuscon, AZ, helping out with the Dry 
River Anarchist collective until the year 2011. 

The bands in Tuba City don’t really put an effort 
in keeping the local scene alive. My thoughts are 
that they’re too busy sending their demo’s to huge 
corporate labels. I blame this on the greed of the so- 
called corporate music industry. Prison really fucks with 
anarcho scenes. People being imprisoned too fucking 
long! Life without a prison system, that sounds fucking 
nice. 

I plan on giving the prison system the big “fuck 
you” in 2011 by organizing the biggest underground 
anarcho-punk show in Tuba City, AZ. Its gonna be 
the Anarchist Black Cross Music Fest. I plan on doing 
the festival yearly as a tribute to the punk scene that 
watered my roots and, as the biggest “fuck you” to 
prison systems around the world! So, if you think your 
band could make it to play this gathering, get in touch 
with me and I will add you to the bill. Lets show them 
you don’t have to work within the system to cause a 
revolution. 

A sure sign this prison system can’t ever hold 
me down, let alone destroy the punk scene.

Maygun’s Summer Fruit Salad with 
Orange Vanilla Syrup 

For the salad, combine the following in a large 
bowl: 

1/2 Cantaloupe melon, cut into cubes 
1/2 Honeydew Melon, cut into cubes 
3 Kiwis, skinned and cut into cubes 
1/4 Cup Blueberries 
1/4 Cup Raspberries 
1/4 Cup Blackberries 

For the Simple Syrup: 

Combine equal parts sugar and water, using 1/2 
cup of each. Bring to a boil, mixing frequently until 
sugar has dissolved. Add 1 tsp orange extract 
and 1 tsp vanilla extract. Mix, and let cool. Pour 
over fruit, and toss to coat.

Cut the romas in half and toss with olive oil and 
chopped garlic.

Maygun’s Vegetable Gyoza with 
Sake Miso Sauce 

Serve these little pockets o’springtime freshness 
with the Asian slaw listed right below... this should 
make at least 20 of them, but you can double the 
recipe and make more to freeze for cold weather 
when you want to be reminded of warm sunny 
days. 

For the Gyoza: 

1/4 Cup Cabbage, shredded 
1 Scallion, sliced thin 
3 Baby Bok Choy, sliced thin 
3 Snap Peas, chopped 
3 Shiitake Mushrooms, sliced thin 
1/4 Eggplant, sliced thin and cubed 
1 tsp minced Ginger 
1 tsp minced Garlic 

Saute all vegetables in canola oil. Put on sheet- 
pan and let cool. Using gyoza wrappers, scoop 
filling into the gyoza. Wet edges of gyoza 
wrappers, then fold over the filling and seal shut. 

In a pan, place a steamer and boil water. When 
water begins to boil, place gyoza in steamer 
and cover. Steam for 2 minutes, until wrapper is 
hydrated. 
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Remove gyoza from steamer. Heat pan with oil, 
and pan sear gyoza on one side until golden 
brown. 


For the Sake Miso Dipping Sauce: 

1/4 Cup Sake 
2 Tbsp. White Miso 
1/4 Cup Tamari 

1 small piece Ginger, peeled and sliced thin 
1 Tbsp. Brown Sugar 
1 tsp Sesame Oil 


Place all ingredients into a small sauce pan. Heat 
all of them until boiling, then let cook down until 
thickened. Remove ginger pieces and let cool. 
Serve with gyoza.

3/4 Cup Chopped Cilantro 
1 Red Bell Pepper, diced 
Salt and Pepper to taste 

1/8 cup Cornstarch, mixed with equal 
parts water 

In a saucepan, saute peppers jalapeno, pineapple 
and garlic. Add cilantro, then lime and pineapple 
juice. When hot, slowly add in cornstarch slurry to 
thicken. Remove from heat and use to marinate 
skewers, then serve as dipping sauce.

PE: You have been around since 1991. Can you 
give us a brief overview on what’s happened since 
then??

Jalle: Emil and I began it all in 1991 as a two-piece 
project. We recorded the Misery & Despair 6-track 
demo in June 1992, went down to Kalmar and boozed 
it up with our friends in SAUNA / 3-WAY CUM, 
played the demo for Kalle and he got onboard. Then 
Janne wrote me a letter suggesting we get together and 
start up a band, and so 1 sent him the demo and the 
line-up was complete.

Nice venues, 
good food, great people and possibly the best beer in 
the world! 

PE: Are you a DIY band? what does DIY ethics 
mean to you? 

Jalle: Yes, we’re a DIY-band, it’s the only way to 
get things done in the end. DIY to me means cutting 
off commercial bastards at least in one end of what 
you consume, sell or do in general. For example, this 
morning when I logged onto myspace I received a 


post from a Brazilian punk that had printed a very nice 
looking Crust as Fuck Existence patch... that really 
made my day!

PE: Do you think its rivalry between the scenes in 
Scandinavia? 

Jalle: No, and I sincerely hope there’s nothing like that 
going on... I love a lot of Norwegian, Danish and Finn¬ 
ish bands! 

PE: What do you think about old friends in the punk 
scene who has faded away from involvment? 

Jalle: Their lives', their choices... but it’s sad when they 
don’t want to stay friends or at least in touch from time 
to time, as long as their views are somewhat intact. 1 've 
seen anarchists getting into fascism etc, and that’s w here 
I’ll say ‘thanks, but no thanks’ and move on. 

PE: Punks seem to be divided over the subject of hav¬ 
ing/raising children, either for or against..

any PE: Have any of you been in any other 
bands prior to this one? How did the band get 
together? Are you all from the same area and 
do you hang out together? 

Eric: We have been a band since 2003, so about 
five years now. LB, Jeff, Mark and I were all in a 
band before MTC. After that band broke up, LB, 
Christina, and I started playing together. A few days 
before our first show, the person who was playing 
bass couldn’t play because of a throat infection. 
Jeff learned the songs in 2 days and has been 
with us since. A few months after Jeff joined, the 
other singer in the band left because he had too 
many other bands and that’s when Mark joined. 
Matt joined about a year ago to play second guitar 
on our second tour and then kept playing with us 
after that. 

Jeff: Yeah, we are all within a half hour of each 
other. We do hang out together. We’ve been 
around each other for years, so we’re essentially 
more like family then friends. Plus, LB and I are 
brothers and Christina and Eric are married. 

PE: Why form a band? What do you have to 
offer that the hordes of other bands don’t? Are 
any of you involved in any other projects? 

Christina: Well I wouldn’t say we add anything 
extra. We are passionate about what we play and 
what we stand for. We started playing the music 
we play because its what we love and we weren’t 


hearing it in the area we live in. 

LB: Jeff and I are in another band called BLOOD 
OF THE GODS, old school death metal meets 
crust. The rest of us (Christina, Eric, Jeff, and I) are 
all working on a side project called FOSSIL, slow 
and heavy. Both projects are good outlets for all 
the stuff we write that doesn’t fit with MTC. 

PE: You are based in Connecticut, which has 
more of a documented history of hardcore 
bands (Revelation Records, YOUTH OF TODAY, 
76% UNCERTAIN, etc.). Is there much interest 
in your immediate area for the type of stuff you 
are doing? 

Christina: We actually don’t live in CT. Matt is the 
only one who does. Eric and I lived in CT for a 
second, but went broke and moved home. So, we 
are all in Massachusetts. People seem to like our 
style of music which is pretty rad. We’re on a break 
right now, so we aren’t playing out, but there are a 
lot of good shows and bands in the area.

PE: A lot of countries rely on tourism as a 
means of income, which I think is not very 
sustainable. What do you think of this? 

Christina: I think this is actually a much more 
complicated question and the answer could be 
a thesis (and I would love to talk politics with 
anyone who wants to). But a quick answer: First, 
why do countries rely on tourism? What brings a 
country down to its knees so that it can only rely 
on people visiting? There are specific economic 
forces that pressure developing countries to 
abandon sustainable micro-economies. If you 
want a perfect example, look at Jamaica. It went 
from essentially being able to provide for itself, to 
being heavily dependent on imports. There is an 
intricate process through WTO/IMF development 
and free trade agreements that disarm countries 
so they can be used for cheap labor, cheap 
exports, and a new destination for imports. So... 
tourism is often not a choice, but an inevitability. It 
is a way to create a monetary economy when there 
is lacking Western technology and infrastructure 
so that these countries can afford to pay back 
the loans granted to them through the IMF for the 
“development” that crippled the local economy. 

I don’t mean this to be confusing, but it is really 
significant and complicated at the same time. It is 
difficult to simplify, which is why it is so important to 
look at songs and conversation as the beginning of 
learning, not the terminus. I am excited that I got to 
have a booklet in this release, but at the same time 
it is really just meant to be stimulus not education 
or a complete persuasive argument. 


PE: Who is the song Wolf in 
Sheep’s Clothing about? Please 
explain why you wrote it? 

Christina: The song is about 
complacency. There is no one single 
person that this song is addressed to, 
it’s more of a generalized observation 
that a lot of activist punks talk about 
already. The point of the song is there 
is no such thing as perfection. We 
aren’t Buddha; no one is completely 
enlightened. So there are these two 
forces in crust. One is incredibly 
pretentious, which is kind of what 
COMMON DEATH touches on. The 
other is complacent. Wear the shirts, 
wear the patches, listen to the music, 
but live life like a mainstream person. 
So many punks are just as dangerous 
to leftist politics as liberals. They are 
unthinking or so jaded they don’t 
think there is anything new they can 
hear. That’s why there are closed 
ears. People’s minds are shut down 













PE: Food production consuming, etc. in its 
modern form is slowly killing this planet. Be it 
imported food, out of season food, Frankenstein 
food, etc. How do you see this yourselves? Do 
you do anything on a daily basis to lighten the 
load of the carbon footprint? 

Christina: This is the thing, I do what I can, but 
it is limited. I believe in working hard for a better 
future, but I am also very aware of reality. Right 
now, I am farming in a cooperative organic farm. I 
spend eight hours every other week volunteering 
my labor at the farm (I have a split share with a 
coworker) and I get eight pounds of vegetables a 
week from it. I buy from local farmer’s markets. I 
buy from local farms and the local vegetables and 
fruits in the supermarket. There is an interesting 
book called The Omnivore’s Dilemma , which 
approaches these issues directly. I don’t take it as 
gospel, but the writer views the entire production 
of food on different agriculture planes. So he 
looks at industrial food production, pastoral, and 
hunted/gathered food and compares them. It’s a 
thoughtful book surrounding these questions about 
food production. There are limitations. We are in 
a capitalist society. For our bodies and politics, 
it makes sense to step outside of mainstream 
production as much as possible, but few are going 
to have the opportunity to step very far. I drive a 
car. I work in food service. I rent an apartment. I 
have to drive to the organic farm. There are only so 
many ways I participate in “alternatives.” I wrote the 


song to raise another issue 
/ perspective in vegetarian 
/ vegan / food debate. I 
really think that the person 
participating in the local food 
economy (including the meat 
eater) has a smaller impact 
on the environment and a 
larger impact on industrial 
farm factory food production 
than a vegetarian eating meat 
replacement products in the 
large chain grocery store. 

Just consider the chemicals, 
petroleum, production 

(including corn production 
which fuels the meat industry) 
that is used in creating 
“Quorn” or “Gardenburger.” 

So the song Paralysis, 
which this question is kind of 
referencing, is just an addition 
to the food argument and how 
we can make a difference in how food and meat 
are processed. 

PE: I can see why the song Cheers was written. 

I take it you enjoy a drink? Why do you think 
that some may see it as a cop out? Your band is 
productive and you do things for yourselves. If 
it’s not as if you spend all of your time drinking 
(or do you? Ha ha!) 

Christina: I think some people see it as a cop out 
because you are technically taking yourself out of 
reality for a drunken moment. I depend on a break 
from reality. So the explanation of the 
song in the booklet was just anticipating 
the condemning response and defusing 
it. 

PE: Do you think that so many of the 
intellectual anarchists wouldn’t know 
an anarchist lifestyle if it hit them in the 
face? Do you think it’s just too easy for 
them to say, “Not in my lifetime,” then 
go back to their books and do nothing 
else? 

Christina: I do. I also think the intellectual 
anarchists are often missing the point. 
There are a lot of ignorant people who 
have better politics than the properly 
educated. The people who find their 
politics on the street are more powerful 
then the one’s who hold a book over 
another’s head and it seems like the 
strongest leftists get their politics from the 
street, find the books, and then share it all 
with anyone who will listen. 

PE: Now that you have Matt on guitar, 
it seems that most of your new songs 
are faster. Has he put something in 
your drinks or something? 

Christina: We’re actually slower. The 
sound just went with the evolution of 
the band. Eric, Jeff, and LB have been 
writing together for a long time and move 
together in a lot of ways. Matt had some 
good input definitely, but it was really 
everybody’s response. 

Jeff: We have a bunch of varied influences 


so some shine through more on different songs 
and releases. 

PE: Was Matt in any previous bands prior to 
MTC? How was it that he joined with you? 

Christina: He was, Behind Enemy Lines. 

Eric: Matt asked to drive us on tour last year and 
then asked to fill in as second guitar on tour and 
then we decided to keep him in the band after 
tour. 

PE: I found it interesting that you noted in the 
explanation of Lost Mind that lots of people 
in punk are affected by mental illness. I agree 
and suffer from depression myself, probably 
having a lot to do with being frustrated with 
“normal society” as well. What do you think? 
What do you think of society’s attitude that you 
can just take pills to cure it, even for children? 
Christina: I think that there is a fear of this neo- 
lobotomy through medication. I cannot function 
any more without medication because my brain is 
just made that way. I don’t think everyone needs to 
be medicated though. What’s important is to keep 
an active role in drug therapy. Don’t just take things 
without researching them and don’t take things just 
because. I take the minimum I can so that I don’t 
fuck up everything I care about. As far as kids, 
unless there is something seriously dysfunctional 
and fucked up, no child should be taking meds for 
mental illness. 

PE: Vex has just released your CD with the 
EP songs, how can the adoring public get this 
CD? Any idea when the vinyl version will be 
released? 

LB: We have copies of the CD and so does Vex 
Records. Matt and Jim from BROKEN run the 
label and I don’t think they are putting out the vinyl 
editions. Matt’s on tour with VICTIMS right now, 
but definitely get in contact with him if anyone is 
interested. They have several releases coming 
out, so check out the MySpace for those as well. 
We are going to try to do the release if Vex isn’t, but 
it’s going to take time to get the money together.

started to play second guitar for us for a bit. But 
that didn’t last very long and at around the same 
time that Rawbert stopped playing with us, Eric, 
ended up expressing to us that he really wanted 
to join again.

It can 
mean a lot Of things and 
for obvious reasons I 
am against all of these 


things. I am against empire. I’m sure Dylan’s got 
something wacky to say, ha ha. 

Dylan: All of them. The word empire says 
racism, sexism, control, war, death, and bad 
interpretations of really good ethnic food. 

PE: Are AGAINST EMPIRE’S lyrics something 
to accompany your raging punk music, or do 
you do stuff behind the scene when you are 
not kicking out the jams? 

Brian: I write ALL of the lyrics for AGAINST- 
EMPIRE. I like to “pretend” that I don’t stick 
certain “types” of lyrics, but we all know 
that’s bullshit, heh heh. I guess for the most 
part, I usually concentrate my lyrics around the 
monstrosity that is capitalism, U.S. Imperialism, 
etc... I feel like these issues are at the forefront 
of a lot of the social problems plaguing the world 
right now, though many ignorant people across 
the globe would argue that these things have 
NOTHING to do with issues such as the war on 
Iraq, 9/11, worldwide poverty, or environmental 
destruction. We all have very busy lives and 
have toned down our level of “activism” over the 
years. We still fully support and endorse political 
organizations and of course try to be up to date 
with serious issues and knowledgeable in world 
affairs. 

Dylan: The lyrics are punk as fuck. I can’t say 
that I live by all of them, but I see them as more 
of an image of what we feel and what we wish 
to accomplish eventually.

Norman: Actually, we end up playing with all 
sorts of different bands. That was/is like a double 
edged sword. On one side, you might get your 
message across to someone who may have nev¬ 
er heard it otherwise, but on another side, you get 
treated like outcasts & people don’t know what to 
make of it. We play them regardless. A few times 
I felt out of place, but I never had any problems 
at those shows and the street punks seem to like

PE: Were you involved with any of the famous 
“Long Beach Warehouse” shows? How hard 
is it to put on DIY shows in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, and why do you think there have been no 
permanent alternatives to the seriously com¬ 
mercial venues? 

Norman: I wasn’t involved but I was friends with 
the people involved (one of them, Alan Despotic 
released the Fluff & Stuff LP). I was a regular 
at both LB warehouses, going to almost every 
show. I was saddened by their closing. Its not 
easy to keep a venue going out here. When I 
was part of the PCH club collective, I remember 
them trying to get the permits. It was too costly 
and the city makes it too hard to get them. Espe¬ 
cially when someone is trying to open a venue, 
they want permits (i.e., dance permit, amplified 
music permits), business license, the building 
up to code, and like liability insurance of sorts. 
There seems to be too much red tape and costs 
to open a venue, so most DIY promoters have no 
choice but to turn to the commercial venues, or 
run a DIY venue without permits, & hope they can 
keep it going for as long as they can before it gets 
discovered by the police or the city and gets shut 
down. Some have ran for quite awhile but unfor¬ 
tunately it gets discovered and shut down by the 
police, usually for not having permits.

PE: ARMISTICE have played numerous ben¬ 
efit shows over the years, probably more than 
most political punk bands. Is this accidental 
or a part of the band’s philosophy? 

It seemed that we were play¬ 
ing, nonstop benefit shows for years and we are 
a reliable band for that. But it’s also what we’re 
about. If we can help out a worthy cause, then 
that’s great! I'm disorganized, so I’m happy there 
are people who have the ability to get these 
groups/collectives organized.

PE: What are some motivating factors that in¬ 
spire you to write new songs? Are there any 
social / political issues that you currently feel 
passionate about? 

Norman: There’s a whole range of issues that 
inspire the lyrics to our songs. Much of my in¬ 
spiration is looking at the world around me. and 
a lot of it was inspired by the town I grew up in. 
It is a total refinery town notorious for breaking® 
health ordinances. Besides that a lot of my lyri¬ 
cal inspiration comes from worldly issues (politi¬ 
cal, social, environmental, etc.), everyone has an 
opinion on the state of our planet and so we feel 
it is important to address these issues and may¬ 
be get people talking and thinking about these 
things, because in actuality, it affects every last 
one of us in some sort of way. Usually at every 
show (especially the ones with time restraints), 
we explain that if anyone wants to know what any 
of the songs are about to

PE: I do not recall every hearing about ARMI¬ 
STICE ever going on tour? Is this a correct 
and is there a reason for it? 

Norman: Well, we haven’t toured. We’ve done 
two or three show trips up the state and back. But 
touring is difficult. The last trip we went up to play 
the Gilman with A. P. P. L. E., we couldn’t even 
get a second show out there. A lot of planning 
and money goes into touring, and with every¬ 
one’s schedule it seems the opportunity doesn’t 
come up very often. Generally and unfortunately 
when it does it falls through. For example back in 
1998, we had planned a west coast tour but the 
whole thing fell through. I was making shirts for 
this tour and when it fell through I printed shirts 
that said “No U.S. Tour 1998”. Some people were 
confused by it, but I thought it was funny. 


PE: What do you do when you are not playing 
in ARMISTICE? Are you involved in any activ¬ 
ism or other DIY punk projects? 

Norman: I haven’t been involved with much, as of 
lately. I’ve had some health issues over the past 
few years that kind of put a damper on things. 
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KURSK are Tempo changing, throat 
shredding, dissonant and genre-bending 
and they rule. Be sure to check them out. 
(Mel Hughes, 2008) 

PE: So who’s in the band, how long have you 
been going? 

Brad: The four of us have been playing since 
2003, I think. Our first show was in the spring of 
2004 with Iskra. 

PE: Were/are you in any other bands? 

Brad: I was in a band called HEAD HITS 
CONCRETe for a few years previous to KURSK. 
Morgan: I was in a band called FUCKMORGUE 
around the same time KURSK started up I 
guess. Since then I was in DEAD DOGS, and 
occasionally perform duties as a mincecore 
mercenary in ARCHAGATHUS. 

Sarah: I played briefly with a band called MAIMED 
AND SLAUGHTERED. We did a CRASS cover. It 
was ridiculous. 

Andrea: In Vancouver I was briefly in a mess of a 
cider and sedatives fueled band called CROTCH 
ROT. In Winnipeg I played in a slightly tidier 
disaster called MOUSTACHE VON HAVOC. I 
also just joined a power violence band that can’t 
keep the beat or pick a name yet, if we suck up 
enough or pay someone we might be allowed to 
play our first show at Winnipeg’s ArsonFest this 
year. 

PE: Brad, are you the token boy member of 
the band? Like it seems everywhere you read 


that girls are not into this stuff, blah, blah, 
blah. KURSK has 3 girls. So, how come you 
girls are in this band? Have you been inspired 
by other girls to do things, or did you just get 
off your backsides and get things going for 
yourselves? 

S: I used to get super stoked over bands like 
NAUSEA and SCORNED and other bands with 
ripping female vocalists, so I began thinking., 
man, why can’t I do this sort of shit also? I played 
around with the idea of starting bands or being in 
bands for awhile, without any really good push or 
opportunities arising. It wasn’t until I met these 
kids that it really all fit into place for me. I think 
that both Morgan and Andrea have been a great 
influence on my ideas of women in music, and 
they definitely have driven me and supported me 
through the times of doubt and hardship. 

A: It’s been a long evolution of interests for me. 
When I was younger bands like TEAM DRESCH, 
SPITBOY, and SUBMISSION HOLD all inspired 
me to actually pick up an instrument and start 
playing music because of what they were saying. 
At the time having representation of queer and 
feminist politics in the music I listened to was 
really important to me. Musically, though I am 
influenced by a whole slew of stuff that has 
nothing to do with gender - NOMEANSNO and 
VOIVOD definitely top the list for bass influences 
anyway. When I first heard INITIAL STATE I 
had been playing bass for about two years and 
realized that I wanted to play heavier music and 
it didn’t have to be this macho or apolitical thing. 

I think I snuck through the back door to grindcore 


or maybe a basement window. 

B: Definitely the token man. 

M: I kind of feel like I don’t even know how to 
answer this question any more. Urn, I’ve been 
inspired by men and women to make music. I 
play this kind of music because it’s what I love 
and making music with these dudes is pretty 
rad. 

PE: Why name the band after a battle? Any 
particular reasons? 

B: It actually wasn’t about the tank battle (that’s 
the KURSK from Finland)... I’d love to say it was 
named after the magnetic anomaly outside of 
the KURSK region, but it’s more to do with the 
Russian K-141 sub that went down in the Barents 
Sea a few years ago [the ship was named after 
the battle —Ed.]. Thinking about how being 
presented with your own mortality strips away 
political identity. It seemed like a good allegory 
for being tired of political posturing and over- 
intellectualized, micro-managed responses 
to circumstances instead of trying to react to 
your surroundings as a person, with whatever 
wherewithal you can bring to a situation, and not 
judging people by some dogmatic ideology. 

A: The event really struck me because the press 
reported it as it happened. Anyone who read the 
newspapers that day knew that some 20 odd 
sailors were at the moment trapped at the bottom 
of the sea. People knew approximately how 
many hours of oxygen the crew would have left. 
But, because of the power games leftover from 
the cold war, people were powerless to help. 
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PE: A lot of effort seems to go into the covers 
of your record releases. How important is the 
visual aspect of your releases? 

S: The visual aspect of our releases is just another 
way to bring the music to life and adds context to 
what we are playing. One of my favourite things 
about vinyl is being able to check out the art that 
bands express themselves with. Its the closest 
thing to being able to see someone play live, 
while just holding a record in your hand. 

B: Especially in the age of downloading and over¬ 
saturation of stock imagery. We are lucky to be 
friends with a lot of talented people. Andrea has 
done art for a couple of our covers, the Implication 
EP and the THINK DON’T PRAY split... Aaron 
Nichols did the art for the DEFEATIST split, and 
Michal Majewski did the art for our split with 
Damage Digital. We’re currently working with 
Chris Ellis from Protestant on the art for our split 
with LYCANTHROPHY. 

M: Like Brad said, we’ve definitely been blessed 
with having an incredibly talented artist in the 
band and having run into folks who are similarly 
inclined and have been kind enough to help us 
out. There is something still really gratifying about 
getting a record that looks like someone put a lot 
of heart and soul into the whole experience, not 
just in the music. Of course we all own records that 
are amazing that might have regrettable artwork. 
But really thoughtful, or even just aesthetically 


pleasing cover art and liner notes can really add 
something to the experience of putting a record 
on, you know? 

PE: Do you think that corporate science/ 
medicine has too much free reign over 
society? Too much of a hold, where people 
can’t choose alternative sources should they 
desire to do so. 

B: It’s firmly entrenched. Most post-secondary 
schools rely heavily on corporate funding from 
places like Monsanto, etc, the whole infrastructure 
of farming is being undermined by GMO’s and 
non-seed bearing crops... the medical industry 
here doesn’t seem as thoroughly fucked as it is 
in the states, with every second pharmaceutical 
firm shitting out a new product with a million harsh 
side effects every week, but that may just be a 
function of the visibility of it here. Laws tighten 
every day with regards to alternative medicine... 
very hard to keep a revenue stream going if 
people can make choices about how to treat 
themselves without spending obscene amounts 
of money on over the counter quick fixes. 
A:Yeah,ithasnothingtodowithhealthor“progress” 
and everything to do with profit. Doctors start 
receiving gifts from pharmaceutical companies 
while they are still in med school - companies 
buy their fucking beer for keg parties. By the time

not even have. I think all of us, or 
our family and friends, have received 
inadequate care or have been more 
harmed than helped by a backwards 
health care system.

PE: It seems that society, as a whole, 
are living in fear. What with cctv cameras 
etc. Yet, people still get mugged, raped etc. 
Is society on it’s last breath? What would you 
like to see changed, so that people are free to 
live and not brought down by fear? 

A: Yikes. I struggle with this one. I go back and 
forth between being completely nihilistic and 
once in awhile being shamed out of my apathy by 


people who have lived through the most horrific 
experiences imaginable and continue to fight 
for change. All of the crimes that our standard 
of living is based on - sweatshop slavery, land 
theft and destruction for resource extraction - are 
considered non-issues by most people. Yet the 
media focuses on isolated random violence. I 
don’t know what will help people switch focus 
from fear of crime and terror to looking at the 
roots of the problem. 

B: If I had the answer to the second half of that 
question, I’d probably go insane wondering why 
people can’t see it also. If I wanted to be cynical 
I’d say that it seems like the apparatus building 
and damage control are often more important 
than solving problems in the first place. 

S: I also think, alot of the fear that wraps up and 
keeps us in a world of violence and desperation 
comes from the power and control of money. 
The influence of corporations, the imbalance of 
the classes, the struggle to support oneself in a 
society that is set up to make it quite difficult to 
get ahead or to sustain a decent living. It takes 
the feeling of control out of ones hands and 
creates fear that some ‘other’ force moves and 
makes things how they are. 

M: I’ve actually been thinking about this a lot 
lately, as I’m currently in New York where security 
culture seems to have become a sort of cultural 
white noise that people are pretty used to having 
as a part of their day to day lives. I haven’t been 
here very long, so of course my observations 
are based on limited experience. I can’t say if 
anyone actually feels safer here because of it. 
In my view, the iron-first style of policing and the 
general attitude in public policy that if the great 
unwashed masses were left to their own devices, 
they would just tear each other to pieces is pretty 
wrong-headed. It seems sort of flaky to say, but I 
think for the most part humans generally try to get 
a long with each other because it’s actually more 
beneficial to them than to be constantly in conflict. 
Because of the great disparities of wealth and 
power within most societies, and the increasing 
size and population of urban areas, I think this 
tendency of people to try to accommodate and 
work with each other becomes less and less 
possible, and unfortunately it becomes replaced 
by suspicion and fear. I’m not trying to say that 
human social organization has been or ever can 
be utopian if it’s on a smaller scale, but I think at 
this point it’s going to take a lot more than just 
taking down the cameras. As far as society being 
on its last breath well... if by society you mean 
the ever-spreading global culture that is mainly 
informed by western values, I can never tell. 
Civilizations rise and fall, it happens over and 
over again, but it has never happened to one that 
has been so all-encompassing. I can’t tell if that’ll 
go first or if the planet will. It’s like the chicken 
or the egg questions, except it’ll be “which one 
was last?”. 

PE: Do you think we will learn lessons from 
the past? It seems we are doomed to repeating 
the same mistakes over and over again. 

S: I believe the past is rarely seen clearly, and the 
present is lived without much regard for the future. 
I think the individual may have enough trouble 
maintaining how they veiw their surroundings and 
themselves, that society as a whole is destined to 
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do the same. 

B: On it’s face it looks like it’s looping in on itself. 
A: Most likely doomed. 

PE: Burning Cedar, what’s your view on what is 
happening with Israel/Palestine? Is it too easy to 
choose sides? 

M: That song was actually about the Israeli 
bombing of Lebanon in the summer of 2006. I 
don’t know, this is a conflict that has its roots 
way beyond the creation of the state of Israel. I 
don’t find it easy to take sides at all! I sympathize 
with the people who are living in the path of this 
conflict everyday, on both sides of the wall. I 
think it’s way too easy for people to view both 
“Palestinians” and “Israelis” and these monolithic 
entities where everyone who might fall into 
either of those categories share the same views 
about the conflict, and to associate policies and 
attitudes of the Palestinian Authority and the 
state of Israel with the people who happen to 
live under their jurisdiction. There is a mythology 
surrounding both sides that unfortunately, most 
widely available media does little to dispel. 

A: Palestinians have lived in refugee camps 
since 1948, denied proper health care, access to 
food and even oil for cooking, and have enduring 
intermittent bulldozing and bombing of their 
communities. We have to be able to separate 
people from their leaders. Just because I live 
inside the borders of Canada doesn’t mean I 
at all support the continuing land theft of First 
Nations across the country. I heard on the radio 
the other day that currently a majority of Israeli 
citizens actually favour negotiations with Hamas, 


but the state acts on its own imperatives. I don’t 
have to believe in the political agendas of Hamas 
or Fatah to believe that Palestinians have a right 
to not live in a war zone. 

PE: The three 7”s I have of you are on 
different labels, and two of them are split 
releases. How did they come about? Do you 
like sharing split releases and working with 
different labels? 

B: It pretty much just happened that way; our 
friend Greg from Spiral Objective was in Canada 
at the time that we recorded the first record, 
and we’ve known him for years. A few friends 
of ours were starting a label locally (CAL-3) 
and got involved with that release as well. 
The Level Plane release came about at Aaron 
(DEFEATIST)’s suggestion. I guess they needed 
a scapegoat, haha?? Seriously though, it came 
at a time when I was just getting over a shitty 
ankle injury. We weren’t playing much and we 
were feeling a pretty big lack of momentum, so 
it was a really significant thing for us, and also 
led to a friendship with Greg/Level Plane and 
another release on that label, the Damage Digital 
split. That’s being co-released with Fuck Yoga 
from Macedonia. I’d been talking with Ivan for a 
while, working on some release plans. The split 
with THINK DON’T PRAY was put out by the 
bands, they are great folks and great friends, and 
the world is a sadder place without ‘em. We’re 
doing a split with LYCANTHROPHY From CZ 
that Ondra and I have been talking about for 
quite a while. That’s being done by Halo Of Flies 
(US), Rimbaud (Ireland), and Amertume (France) 


and a split with Half Gorilla that is being done by 
xTruex and Just Say No out of Alberta. I guess 
we meet a lot of people, that’s what it’s been all 
about. We’re taking a break from the splits for a 
while though. 

PE: What’s in store for the band? 

Brad: Currently we’re doing a bit of a member 
change, as Morgan got hitched in May and is 
moving to NYC permanently sometime in the fall. 
Congrats to her and Joel, big shoes to fill, but our 
pal Loren from BIG TROUBLE IN LITTLE CHINA 
is picking up with us for the summer to do some 
shows and writing, and there will definitely be 
news when we have permanent arrangements 
nailed down. We have been delaying working on 
a full length for Aborted Society for a while now 
and are itching to get started on it. 

Thanks for the interview Mel, we appreciate a 
chance to rant, though we should have recorded 
the drunken porch chatter that we had before we 
sat down to start typing! 

PE: I agree Brad, it would have been cool. 
Maybe some other time, come to Ireland and 
we can do that. Lots of luck to Morgan, hope 
life goes well for you in NYC. Thanks to the 
band for the interview and may they continue 
to steam ahead, knocking heads and inspiring 
change as they go.

CD/LP released In May: 


RESIST were first among the new wave of anarcho-punk bands 
that swept over Portland, Oregon in the late 80’s. During their brief 
existence they became a fixture of the local DIY / anarcho-punk move¬ 
ment and released several records before personal problems tore the 
band apart in 1994. Collected together on this double CD anthology 
are their debut album The Only Solution... their split EPs with DIS¬ 
RUPT and DEPRIVED, the Ignorance is Bliss LP and bonus EP and 
live tracks. While the original RESIST lasted only a few short years, 
members went on to form other influential bands such as GODLESS, 
DEFIANCE, DETESTATION, and SEVERED HEAD OF STATE and 
have continued to be active in DIY punk to this date. In late 2007 three 
of the four original members (Kelly Halliburton, Tom Nims, and Ward 
Young) reunited for a 20th anniversary show in Portland, Oregon. The 
reconstituted band has since continued to play shows up and down 
the West Coast, playing their timeless anthems with a more matured 
outlook. The band decided it was long overdue to re-issue all the old 
songs and have constructed this 90+ minute semi-discography (du¬ 
plicate tracks being left off), completely remastered from the original 
recordings.
